Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston : 

Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinance  relating  to  the 
Public  Buildings  Department  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following,  which  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings : 

The  public  buildings  in  charge  of  this  department,  belong- 
ing to  the  City  of  Boston,  number  125,  together  with  2  leased 
buildings  and  40  rooms  in  different  buildings,  variously 
occupied  for  city  purposes.  The  City  Hall  is  occupied 
entirely  by  the  various  departments  and  offices  of  the  city. 

The  Fire  Department  requires  for  its  service  the  use  of 
buildings,  occupied  as  follows  :

The  buildings  in  use  by  the  Police  Department  number 
20,  12  of  which  are  in  use  for  police  station-houses  and  3 
for  lock-ups  ;  the  remaining  police  stations,  which  number  5, 
are  in  other  city  buildings. 
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This  department  also  has  charge  of  the  City  Hall 
(Charlestown  District),  Faneuil  Hall  and  Faneuil  Hall  Mar- 
ket-house, Charity  Bureau,  Old  State  House,  and  stables  of 
the  Department  of  Sanitary  Police. 

Estates  numbered  62,  64  and  37  Pemberton  square,  rooms 
in  Tremont  Building,  and  994  Washington  street,  Avere 
occupied  for  city  offices. 

The  amount  expended  the  past  year  for  rents  and  taxes 
for  outside  property  has  been  $18,124.16. 

The  public  buildings  occupy  1,187,692  square  feet  of 
land. 

The  school-houses  owned  by  the  city  number  206,  occup}r- 
ing  4,041,382  square  feet  of  land. 

In  addition,  36  buildings  were  leased  for  school  purposes 
at  a  rental  of  $33,736.36,  and  contained  67  school-rooms. 

The  Court  House  and  County  Jail  are  used  for  county 
puposes  alone. 

The  Municipal  District  Courts  number  seven,  and  occupy 
rooms  in  city  buildings  in  various  sections  of  the  city. 

The  county  buildings  cover  232,165  square  feet  of  land.

Dear  Sir,  —  I  present  herewith  the  first  annual  report  of 
the  Repair  division   for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1899 : 

The  division  was  organized  on  January  12,  1898,  and 
was  given  the  old  battery  building  on  Plympton  street  as 
headquarters,  on  which  the  division  made  extensive  altera- 
tions to  fit  it  up  as  workshops  in  the  various  trades.  Part 
of  the  building  was  set  apart  for  the  Electrical  Construction 
Division,  and  was  fitted  up  for  them  by  this  division.

Almost  all  of  this  work  has  been  done  on  the  basis  of  1 0 
per  cent,  over  the  net  cost  of  material  and  labor,  and  out  of 
this  10  per  cent,  and  the  profit  made  on  some  work  on  which 
estimates  had  been  given  the  division  has  paid  all  its  expenses 
and  made  a  net  profit  of  $11,922.66. 

Estimates  have  been  given  in  many  cases  against  outside 
contractors,  and  were  nearly  always  lower,  thus  showing  that 
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the  city  can  save  money  by  having  repairs  done  by  this 
division. 

The  quality  of  work  done  is  of  the  very  best,  as  none  but 
first-class  mechanics  are  employed,  and  the  division  is  to-day 
in  a  position  to  execute  any  work  which  it  may  be  called 
upon  to  perform.

Among  some  of  the  principal  jobs  are  the  following: 
Heating  and  plumbing  of  Laundry  Building,  City  Hospital 
(the  character  of  which  work  was  highly  commended  by  the 
Superintendent) ;  foundations  and  finishing  of  Veterinary 
Hospital  for  Fire  Department;  Wood  Island  bath-house; 
floating  bath-house,  located  at  Harvard  bridge,  and  said  to 
be  the  finest  in  the  country,  was  built  by  this  division  at  a 
cost  of  $3,500,  which  is  $500  less  than  has  been  paid  for 
the  old  style  floating-baths;  gymnasium  at  Commonwealth 
park ;  alteration  of  Mayor's  and  City  Clerk's  offices  ;  altera- 
tion of  Ladder  12  ;  building  of  twenty  wooden  booths  for 
the  Election  Commissioners  at  less  than  $200  each ;  ex- 
tensive alterations  at  House  of  Reformation,  Rainsford 
Island,  and  rebuilding  of  bridge  and  wharf,  carried  away  by 
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storm  of  November  27 ;  alterations  at  Austin  and  Pierce 
Farms  and  building  coal  run  at  Pumping  Station. 

Efforts  have  been  made  by  the  division  to  obtain  some  of 
the  repairs  on  school  buildings,  but  so  far  have  been  unsuc- 
cessful. I  feel  certain  that  if  the  division  was  given  a 
chance  at  this  work  we  could  save  money  for  the  School 
Committee,  and  I  have  hopes  that  later  on  we  may  be  given 
at  least  a  trial  to  show  what  we  can  do. 

The  difficulties  which  this  division  has  had  to  encounter 
by  reason  of  strong  opposition  from  various  sources  have 
been  pretty  well  overcome,  and  to-day  it  is  in  a  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition.

The  sum  of  $20,000  was  appropriated  for  current  ex- 
penses of  this  division  for  the  year  1898. 

Of  this  amount  $19,786.59  has  been  expended,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $213.42. 

This  expense  of  $19,786.59  covers,  beside  the  usual  office 
expenses,  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  system  of  inspection  and 
testing  of  wiring  and  apparatus  owned  by  the  city,  including 
tests  for  electrolysis  in  the  subway. 

And  also  the  expense  of  preparing  and  moving  into  new 
quarters  at  No.  11  Wareham  street. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  advisability  of 
maintaining  a  careful  system  of  inspection  and  records  of  the 
city's  electrical  apparatus,  and  this  work  has  been  carried  on 
during  the  past  year  with  excellent  results,  and  much  valu- 
able information  has  been  obtained  and  many  defects  cor- 
rected. Unfortunately  this  work  cannot  be  continued  this 
year  owing  to  lack  of  appropriation. 

On  Novemer  1,  1898,  attention  was  directed  by  the  Tran- 
sit Commission  to  liability  of  damage  to  the  subway  by  elec- 
trolysis. 

Complete  and  thorough  examinations  have  been  made  by 
this  division,  showing  that  the  leakage  at  the  present  time 
is  very  slight,  and  not  liable  to  do  damage  unless  neglected 
and  allowed  to  increase. 

As  this  leakage  may  become  serious  at  any  time,  and  may 
be  disastrous  to  the  structure,  I  recommend  that  provision  be 
made  for  a  continuance  of  the  work.

On  April  6,  1898,  the  division  moved  into  its  new  quar- 
ters at  No.  11  Wareham  street,  and  now  has  an  excellently 
equipped  electrical  construction  stock-room  and  office. 

Many  of  the  city  departments  have  availed  themselves  of 
the  services  of  this  division  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  electrical  work,  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions having  been  furnished  free  of  expense. 

Principal  among  the  above  are  the  following : 

Boston  Public  Library.  — ■  Extensive  alterations  in  light- 
ing, the  addition  of  an  electric  elevator,  an  electric  book  hoist, 
three  ventilating  fans,  and  miscellaneous  work.

.  •  Rainsford  Island.  — -  Plans  for  an  electric  plant,  capacity 
350  lights. 

Faneuil  Hall.  —  Plans  for  installing  a  new  lighting  sys- 
tem and  ventilating  motors. 

Bath  Department. — Plans  for  lighting  the  Dover-street 
Bath-house  and  D-street  Gymnasium. 

Insane  Institutions  Department.  —  Plans  and  estimate  for 
lighting  the  Austin  and  Pierce  Farms. 

City  Hall.  —  Estimate  for  electric  lighting  plant  for  City 
Hall  and  Old  Court  House. 

Pauper  Institutions  Department.  —  Plans  and  estimate  for 
enlarging  and  moving  electric  plant. 

Street  Department.  —  Plans  for  electric  plant  for  ferry- 
boat "  Noddle  Island."  Plans  for  electric  plant  at  Main 
Drainage  Works,  Old  Harbor  Point. 

New  electric  plants  have  been  installed  as  follows : 

Main  Drainage  Station.  —  Old  Harbor  Point.  One  en- 
gine and  generator  for  125  incandescent  and  twenty-eight 
arc  lamps, 

Repairs  Division  and  Electrical  Construction  Division.  — 
Plympton  and  Wareham  streets.  One  engine  and  generator 
for  150  incandescent  and  four  arc  lamps  and  six  motors. 
(Motors  used  to  drive  all  machinery  in  both  divisions.) 

Ferry-boat  "Governor  Russell.''''  —  Two  engines  and  gen- 
erators for  150  incandescent  lamps. 

Ferry-boat  "Noddle  Island."  —  One  engine  and  generator 
for  150  incandescent  lights. 

As  in  previous  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  division 
to  do  all  work  in  the  best  possible  manner,  and  I  feel  con- 
fident that  an  inspection  of  our  work  will  bear  me  out  in 
the  claim  that  the  city  of  Boston  is  getting  as  good,  if  not  a 
better  class  of  electrical  work  than  any  city  in  the  country.

Dear  Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinance  relating 
to  the  Public  Buildings  Department  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following,  which  is  the  annual  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  : 

The  public  buildings  in  charge  of  this  department  com- 
prise the  buildings  in  use  for  city  offices,  market  purposes, 
halls  for  public  meetings  and  county  buildings ;  also,  hired 
buildings,  or  parts  of  same,  for  city  offices,  county  courts, 
ward-rooms  and  armories. 

sThe  repairs   on  buildings  of  the  Police,  Fire,  School  and 

gi  jJ§weet  Departments  were  formerly  done  by  this  department; 

o&j/t  for  the  last  three  or  four  years   appropriations  have  been 

>"granted  to  the   departments  themselves,  and  therefore  they 

have  done  their  own  repairs. 

The  following  hired  buildings,  or  parts  of  same,  are  hired 
for  city  offices :  Estates  numbered  37-62-64  Pemberton 
square,  994  Washington  street,  Tremont  Building  and 
building  at  Mattapan. 
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For  Armory  purposes :  No.  37  Tremont  street,  Congress 
Hall,  Charlestown;  No.  7  Green  street,  Bacon  Hail,  and  No. 
130  Columbus  avenue. 

For  ward  room  purposes :  Spellman,  Gray's  and  Win- 
throp  halls,  Dudley  street  Opera  House,  Tomfohrde  and 
Minton  halls. 

For  County  purposes:  Rooms  in  Tremont  Building,  for 
Court  of  Registration. 

The  amount  expended  for  rents  and  taxes  for  the  above 
buildings  and  rooms  is  $21,436.44. 

The  public  buildings  occupy  301,279  square  feet  of  land.

The  Municipal  District  Courts  number  seven,  and  occupy 
rooms  in  city  buildings  in  various  sections  of  the  city. 

The  county  buildings  cover  232,165  square  feet  of  land.

Dear  Sir,  —  I  present  herewith  the  second  annual 
report  of  the  Repairs  Division  for  the  year  ending  January 
31,  1900. 

The  division  has  continued  the  same  policy  as  last  year  of 
working  on  a  ten  per  cent,  basis,  and  in  many  cases  have 
given  estimates  for  work,  and  taken  our  chances  with  outside 
contractors.  In  nearly  every  case  our  bid  was  the  lowest,  and 
secured  the  work.  The  class  of  work  we  have  given  has 
been  of  the  best  kind,  and  we  have  been  commended  on  sev- 
eral occasions  by  heads  of  departments  for  the  manner  in 
which  we  have  done  the  work. 

Among  the  principal  jobs  done  by  the  division  during  the 
year  are  the  following  : 

Extensive  alterations  at  the  House  of  Reformation,  Rains- 
ford  Island ;  plumbing  of  Faneuil  Hall ;  plumbing  and  heat- 
ing of  Convenience  Station  on  Boston  Common ;  alteration 
of  Mayor's  office  ;  building  of  plan  cases  for  Engineering 
Department;  fitting  up  all  the  ward-rooms  for  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners,  together  with  lining  of  Iron  Booths 
for  Polling  places  ;  fitting  up  gymnasium  for  Bath  Depart- 
ment ;  repairs  in  several  Fire  Houses  throughout  the  city ; 
building  of  steam  conduit  for  City  Hospital ;  alterations  at 
Austin  and  Pierce  Farms ;  painting  of  all  the  Ferry-boats ; 
alterations  and  new  plumbing  at  Charlestown  Almshouse ; 
plumbing  for  new  Power  House  at  Long  Island,  and  building 
of  counters  for  Sewer  Department. 

We  have  found  during  the  year  that  the  departments 
have  looked  more  favorably  on  the  division  than  formerly, 
which  was  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  we  had  done  our 
best  to  give  them  the  very  best  work  at  the  lowest  possible 
price.  The  departments  also  discovered  that  there  were 
many  advantages  gained  by  having  the  Repairs  Division  do 
their  work,  especially  in  contract  work,  as  this  division  was 
always  ready  to  make  any  changes  desired,  without  in  any 
way  taking  advantage  of  the  contract,  as  would  naturally  be 
done  by  an  outside  contractor. 
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The  division  is  to-day  in  first  class  condition,  having  a 
force  of  mechanics  as  good  as  can  be  found  in  the  city,  and 
able  to  command  the  highest  wages. 

Our  profit  for  the  year,  while  not  so  large  as  last  year, 
shows  that  it  has  been  a  saving  to  the  city,  and  fully  demon- 
strates the  fact  that  this  division,  if  enlarged  and  properly 
managed,  would  save  the  city  manjr  thousands  of  dollars  per 
year.

I  regret  that  His  Honor  Mayor  Hart  has  decided  to  abolish 
this  division  on  completion  of  the  work  in  hand,  as  I  firmly 
believe  that  the  city  can  be  better  served  and  more  economi- 
cally in  the  end  by  doing  its  own  electrical  work. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  reports  I  do  not  claim  that  we 
have  done  our  work  more  cheaply  than  it  could  have  been 
done  by  contractors,  but  I  do  claim  that  the  quality  of  the 
work  justifies  the  expenditures  made,  and  that  the  division 
can  be  put  on  a  business  basis,  and  made  to  show  still  better 
results  if  afforded  the  opportunity. 

I  feel  that  work  capable  of  winning  the  highest  praise  from 
electrical  engineers  and  contractors  alike  should  entitle  the 
division  to  favorable  consideration. 
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We  are  now  completing  new  plants  at  Long  Island,  Austin 
Farm,  and  Pierce  Farm,  and  I  am  satisfied  to  submit  these 
and  other  installations  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports  to 
the  investigation  of  any  unprejudiced  person. 

As  I  have  already  stated  to  you  it  will  be  necessary  to 
continue  this  division  until  about  May  1,  in  order  to  finish 
the  work.

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston : 

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  Section  24,  Chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department 
for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1901. 

My  appointment  as  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings 
haying  been  confirmed,  I  took  charge  of  the  Department 
May  1,  1900. 

This  Department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  South  Boston,  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  City 
offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the 
"r^yeral  County  buildings ;  also,  hired  buildings  or  parts  of 
the  same  for  City  offices,  County  courts,  ward-rooms,  and 
armories  ;  also,  contracts  for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  and  County,  not  otherwise  provided  for; 
this  includes  the  Police,  Fire,  Park,  Health,  Bath,  Public 
Buildings,  Library,  Public  Grounds,  Cemetery,  and  Market 
Departments,  the  Street  Department  and  Paving,  Sanitary, 
Street  Cleaning,  Sewer,  and  Bridge  Divisions  of  the  same, 
and  the  Quarantine  Station  at  Gallop's  Island;  also,  the 
police  and   fire  boats.     Requisitions  are  made  by  each  De- 
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partment  as  needed,  the  quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and 
inspected,  and  certified  to  by  an  employee  of  this  Depart- 
ment. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  several  Departments  of  the 
City  have  in  their  charge  complete  electrical  plants  for 
generating  power,  light,  etc.,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  after 
the  abolition  of  the  Electrical  Construction  Division,  to  retain 
in  the  employ  of  this  Department,  an  electrical  engineer  who 
practically  had  the  supervision  of  the  installation  of  nearly 
all  of  this  apparatus,  including  the  plants  on  all  of  the  ferry- 
boats, Insane  Hospitals  (Austin  and  Pierce  Farms),  City 
Hospital,  all  of  the  various  institutions  located  on  the  islands 
in  the  harbor,  the  various  drawbridges  propelled  by  electric- 
ity, and  the  plant  at  the  Pumping  Station,  Cow  Pasture. 

His  duties  are  to  furnish  other  Departments,  free  of 
expense,  at  their  request,  with  plans  and  expert  advice  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  line  of  work,  also  the  frequent 
testing  of  the  candle-power  of  the  incandescent  lamps  fur- 
nished the  City,  in  order  that  the  correct  standard  of  the 
same  may  be  maintained,  and  the  City  receive  the  full 
advantage  of  the  light  charged  for.  The  saving  made  to  the 
City  in  this  particular  item  has  been  considerable  during  the 
past  year. 

A  concise  statement  of  the  several  Departments,  who  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  opportunities  presented,  will  be  found 
under  separate  heading.

Offices  in  Tremont  Building  for  Court  of  Land  Begistration. 

The  Architect  Division,  formerly  connected  with  the 
Engineering  Department,    was  transferred    to    and   made   a 
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Division  of  this  Department  on  May  11,  1900,  and  a  report 
of  its  doings  will  be  found  in  the  report. 

In  February,  1900,  expert  examinations  of  the  condition 
and  doings  of  both  the  Electrical  Construction  Division  and 
Repair  Division  during  their  existence  were  made,  and  the 
report  of  the  experts  having  proved  unfavorable  to  the  City's 
interests,  both  Divisions  were  instructed  to  complete  all  work 
in  process  of  construction  and  to  close  up  their  business  as 
soon  as  possible.  All  bills  against  both  Divisions  have  been 
paid;  there  are  bills  outstanding  in  favor  of  the  Repair  Divi- 
sion, amounting  to  $7,843.09,  and  in  favor  of  the  Electrical 
Construction  Division,  amounting  to  $3,256.88.  These  will 
be  settled  shortly.  In  disposing  of  the  stock  of  both  Divi- 
sions the  several  Departments  of  the  City  were  given  the 
opportunity  of  selecting  what  they  desired,  and  the  balance 
was  disposed  of  at  the  best  prices  obtainable. 

The  Ambulance  Station  is  located  on  land  leased  of  the 
Carney  Hospital;  the  service  began  in  May,  1900,  and  has 
proved  to  be  a  great  benefit  to  this  thickly  congested  district.

In  May,  1900,  I  caused  to  be  made  a  careful  examination 
of  the  condition  of  the  different  buildings,  armories,  ward- 
rooms, etc.,  and  it  was  found  that  practically  all  were  in  need 
of  painting  and  general  repairs ;  the  plumbing  was  old,  and 
not  in  keeping  with  sanitary  requirements.  As  these  build- 
ings are  rented  to  tenants,  or  used  by  City  Departments,  I 
I  have  made  every  effort  to  put  the  same  in  proper  condition, 
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and  I  feel  warranted  in  stating  that  in  consideration  of  the 
amount  expended,  a  good  showing  has  been  made,  and  during 
the  coming  year  I  expect  to  have  all  buildings  in  as  good 
condition  as  they  should  be. 

I  find  that  during  the  past  three  or  four  years  the  appro- 
priations for  repairs,  alterations,  etc.,  of  Police,  Fire,  and 
Street  Department  buildings  have  been  made  direct  to  the 
several  Departments,  they  doing  the  repairs  on  the  same, 
and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  recommending  that  in  future 
this  amount  be  included  in  the  estimates  of  this  Department 
and  that  this  Department  have  charge  of  carrying  on  the 
work,  as  was  done  formerly. 

The  following  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  work  done  in 
the  different  Municipal  buildings  during  the  past  year :

Dear  Sir,  —  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the 
Architect  Division  of  your  Department  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1901. 

The  work  and  organization  of  the  Division  has  continued 
as  during  the  two  previous  years,  the  transfer  of  the  Division 
from  the  Engineering  Department  to  your  Department  on 
May  11,  1900,  practically  making  no  change  except  in  office 
location. 

A  brief  outline  history  of  the  Division  may  not  be  out  of 
place  at  this  time,  and  may  serve  to  show  its  duties,  its  rela- 
tion to  other  Departments  and  its  possible  field  of  use- 
fulness. 

The  Division  was  organized  in  July,  1895,  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings,  to  take  charge  of  and  com- 
plete the  work  of  the  Architect  Department,  abolished  by 
Section  22,  Chapter  449,  of  the  Acts  of  1895.  By  this  act 
the  authority  and  duties  of  the  City  Architect  relative  to  all 
unfinished  work  were  transferred  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings,  and  the  several  Departments  authorized  to 
employ  architects  in  private  practice  in  connection  with  their 
future  building  operations,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  Owing  to  the  troublesome  conditions  under  which 
some  of  the  unfinished  alteration  work  had  to  be  done  it 
was  not  entirely  completed  until  the  summer  of  1898. 

During  these  three  years  the  services  of  the  Division  were 
in  growing  demand  by  many  of  the  Departments  in  connec- 
tion with  the  construction  of  unimportant  buildings,  and  for 
more  or  less  extensive  alterations ;  also  for  the  preparation 
of  sketches  and  estimates,  and  for  general  consultation  on 
matters  pertaining  to  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
buildings. 

It  had  been  found  that  many  such  services  could  be  per- 
formed more  economically,  and  at  great  convenience  to  the 
Departments  by  an  office  of  this  kind,  than  by  reference  to 
outside  architects ;  also  that  with  such  an  office  in  successful 
operation,  many  matters  which  would  otherwise  receive  com- 
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paratively  little  attention  were  referred  and  carefully  studied 
out  with  reference  to  future  needs.  The  continual  studying 
of  the  building  problems  of  the  various  Departments  and  in- 
stitutions, and  comparing  the  results  obtained  from  different 
treatments,  has  naturally  resulted  in  a  more  conservative 
and  far-sighted  building  policy  than  would  have  otherwise 
obtained.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  matter  of  heating, 
plumbing,  lighting  and  other  special  apparatus,  the  details  of 
which  are  not  always  familiar  to  all  architects,  and  the  City 
would  doubtless  benefit  greatly  by  the  general  reference  of 
all  such  matters  to  this  Division,  even  in  cases  where  outside 
architects  are  employed.  This  is  already  done  by  several  of 
the  Departments,  with,  I  believe,  most  satisfactory  results. 

The  services  of  the  Division  in  a  consulting  capacity  have 
furthermore  often  proved  beneficial  in  determining  schemes 
of  extension  and  during  the  preparation  of  plans  by  outside 
architects.  For  this  purpose  arrangements  have  been  made 
so  that  the  services  of  a  Consulting  Architect  of  the  highest 
standing  is  available  to  all  Departments  when  occasion  re- 
quires. 

The  office  is  now  organized  as  an  expert  force,  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  different  De- 
partments full  and  reliable  information  on  matters  of  archi- 
tectural design  and  construction,  plumbing,  heating  and 
ventilation,  power  plants,  cooking,  and  laundry  apparatus, 
elevators,  etc. 

In  matters  of  consultation,  reports,  etc.,  the  services  of  the 
Division  are  rendered  without  charge,  but  in  cases  of  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  superintendence  of  construction 
work  charges  are  made  against  the  several  Departments  or 
appropriations  under  which  the  work  is  done.  The  charges 
are  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  to  the  Division,  and 
have  averaged  about  2£  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  construction, 
as  against  from  5  per  cent,  to  10  per  cent,  if  the  work  had 
been  done  by  private  architects.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  DEPAKTMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1901. 


February  1,  1902. 

Hon.  Patrick  A.  Collins, 

Mayor  of  the   City  of  Boston: 

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1902. 

My  appointment  as  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings 
having  been  confirmed,  I  took  charge  of  the  department  Jan- 
uary 28,  1902. 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  South  Boston,  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city 
offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the 
several  county  buildings ;  also,  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  the 
same  for  city  offices,  county  courts,  ward-rooms,  and  armor- 
ies ;  also,  contracts  for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  departments 
of  the  city  and  county,  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  this  in- 
3ludes  the  Police,  Fire,  Park,  Health,  Bath,  Public  Buildings, 
library,  Public  Grounds,  Cemetery,  and  Market  Depart- 
ments, the  Street  Department,  and  Paving,  Sanitary,  Street 
Cleaning,  Sewer,  and  Bridge  Divisions  of  the  same,  and  the 
Quarantine  Station  at  Gallop's  Island;  also,  the  police  and 
fire  boats.  Requisitions  are  made  by  each  department  as 
needed,  the  quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and  inspected, 
and  certified  to  by  an  employee  of  this  department. 
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Because  of  the  fact  that  the  several  departments  of  the  city- 
have  in  their  charge  complete  electrical  plants  for  generating 
power,  light,  etc.,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  after  the  abolition 
of  the  Electrical  Construction  Division,  to  retain  in  the  em- 
ploy of  this  department,  an  electrical  engineer  who  practically 
had  the  supervision  of  the  installation  of  nearly  all  of  this 
apparatus,  including  the  plants  on  all  the  ferry-boats,  insane 
hospitals  (Austin  and  Pierce  Farms),  City  Hospital,  all  of 
the  various  institutions  located  on  the  islands  in  the  harbor, 
the  various  drawbridges  propelled  by  electricity,  and  the 
plant  at  the  Pumping  Station,  Cow  Pasture. 

His  duties  are  to  furnish  other  departments,  free  of  ex- 
pense, at  their  request,  with  plans  and  expert  advice  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  line  of  work,  also  the  frequent 
testing  of  the  candle-power  of  the  incandescent  lamps  fur- 
nished the  city,  in  order  that  the  correct  standard  of  the  same 
may  be  maintained,  and  the  city  receive  the  full  advantage  of 
the  light  charged  for.  The  saving  made  to  the  city  in  this 
particular  item  has  been  considerable  during  the  past  year. 

A  concise  statement  of  the  several  departments  which  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  opportunities  presented  will  be  found 
under  separate  heading.

The  Architect  Division,  formerly  connected  with  the 
Engineering    Department,   was    transferred  to    and  made  a 
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division  of  this  department  on  May  11,  1900,  and  a  state- 
ment of  its  doings  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  Ambulance  Station  is  located  on  land  leased  of  the 
Carney  Hospital.  The  service  began  in  May,  1900,  and  has 
proved  to  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  district,  the  number  of 
cases  handled  having  increased  almost  two-fold,  which  made 
it  necessary  to  provide  an  additional  ambulance,  new  horse 
and  equipment. 

The  ambulance  has  been  called  to  all  sections  of  the  city, 
and  has  handled  the  following  cases  :

I  find  that  during  the  past  four  or  five  years  the  appropria- 
tions for  repairs,  alterations,  etc.,  of  Police,  Fire  and  Street 
Department  buildings  have  been  made  direct  to  the  several 
departments,  they  doing  the  repairs,  and  having  charge  of 
carrying  on  the  work. 

The  following  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  repair  work 
done  in  the  different  municipal  buildings  during  the  past 
year :

Brighton   Court-house. 

These  rooms  had  all  been  put  in  good  condition,  and  when 
about  finished  a  fire  started  in  closet  of  judge's  room  which 
necessitated  an  entire  renovation,  including  plastering,  ceil- 
ings, etc.,  painting  entire  interior,  new  doors,  floors  and 
windows,  curtains,  desks,  tables,  carpets,  etc.  Entire  new 
hot  water  heating  plant  was  installed  in  basement  for  heat- 
ing of  court-rooms. 

The  following  will  show  the  new  work  being  done  and 
parcels  purchased  during  the  year  : 

Municipal  Building,   Ward  23. 

This  site  located  at  the  corner  of  Hastings  and  Centre  streets, 
West   Roxbury,   containing   9,987   square   feet  of   land  on 
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which  is  located  a  wooden  frame  building,  and  occupied  as  a 
club-house  by  the  Highland  Club,  who  were  the  owners.  In 
the  basement  are  located  the  kitchen,  bowling-alleys,  etc. ; 
the  first  floor  contains  parlor,  reading  and  card  rooms,  also 
billiard-rooms,  and  the  second  or  top  floor  is  a  large  enter- 
tainment hall.  The  intention  being  to  remodel  this  building 
for  a  Branch  Public  Library  and  other  municipal  purposes. 

Municipal  Building,   Upham's  Corner,   Ward  16. 

This  site  located  at  the  corner  of  Bird  street  and  Columbia 
road,  containing  13,244  square  feet,  was  purchased  of  S. 
Louise  Ford  et  ah.  The  architect,  William  H.  Besarick, 
has  prepared  plans  for  a  new  municipal  building,  and  work 
on  same  has  just  been  started  by  The  Morrill  &  Whiton 
Construction  Company,  who  have  been  awarded  the  contract 
for  building. 

Ward-room  and  Gymnasium,   Ward  8. 

The  estate  at  17  Blossom  street  was  purchased  in  1900  of 
Lydia  W.  Burr,  and  a  ward-room  and  gymnasium  building, 
of  which  Mr.  Harrison  H.  Atwood  is  the  architect  and  Mr. 
Henry  McG-ahey  the  builder,  is  fast  nearing  completion. 
This  building  which  is  41  by  100  feet,  is  one  story  high,  with 
very  high  basement,  is  constructed  of  brick  with  steel  floor 
beams  and  steel  roof  construction,  covered  with  flexible 
cement  roofing  materials  and  copper  skylights,  the  building 
contains  all  modern  appliances  for  heating,  plumbing,  etc., 
and  is  finished  throughout  with  ash  finish. 

New  Moxbury  Court-house. 

This  building  located  on  site  of  Old  Court-house  building  on 
Roxbury  street,  Ward  18,  is  expected  to  meet  the  growing 
demands  of  the  district,  it  sets  back  thirty  feet  from  the 
street  and  covers  an  area  of  about  10,000  square  feet,  is  two 
stories  high,  with  high  basement,  built  of  red  brick  with  Ohio 
freestone  trimmings,  pitched  and  flat  roof  covered  with  slate 
and  composition.  The  first  floor  and  roof  is  constructed  of 
steel  beams  and  expanded  metal  and  concrete,  the  second 
floor  is  of  wooden  construction.  In  the  basement  are  located 
the  cells  and  heating  apparatus ;  on  the  first  floor  are  the 
ward-room,  clerk's  room,  toilet  rooms,  main  stairway  and 
lobby,  and  on  the  second  floor  are  the  Criminal  and  Civil 
Courts,  Judge's  offices,  probation  officers  and  clerk's  offices, 
consultation  rooms,  etc.  The  building,  of  which  Mr.  J.  Law- 
rence Berry  is  the  architect  and  Messrs.  W.  A.  &  H.  A. 
Root  the  builders,  will  be  completed  about  June  1,  1902. 

Police  Department,  Stable  and  Wagon  House. 

This  stable  and  wagon  house,  intended  for  use  of  Police 
Department,  was  erected  on  land  owned  by  the  city,  located 
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in  the  rear  of  Police  Station  16  ;  the  plans  were  made  by  this 
department,  and  the  contract  for  building  awarded  to  Messrs. 
Howard  Brothers.  The  building  is  of  brick  35  by  100  feet,  and 
contains  accommodations  for  twenty  horses,  with  all  latest 
appliances  for  heating,  ventilation,  gas  and  electric  fixtures, 
plumbing,  etc. 

Grounds  for  Rifle  Practice. 

The  authorities  of  the  City  of  Woburn  having  advised  that  the 
rifle  practice  by  the  City  Militia,  then  being  done,  was  con- 
sidered dangerous,  it  was  considered  advisable  that  the  city 
should  purchase  a  site  of  its  own,  which  was  done  January 
3,  1902,  by  purchasing  land  located  in  Woburn  and  Wil- 
mington, of  J.  Lawrence  Sullivan. 

Auditing  Department  Vaults,  City  Hall. 

This  vault  was  built  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  City  Audi- 
tor's records  safe  from  fire,  etc.  It  occupies  a  space  of 
about  1,000  square  feet,  located  underground  in  front  of  the 
east  wing  of  City  Hall.  It  is  built  of  concrete  walls  and 
flooring,  the  roof  consisting  of  steel  beams  and  expanded 
metal  laid  with  cement  concrete,  and  the  whole  mopped 
with  three  ply  tar  paper  and  hot  asphaltum,  making 
same  water-proof.  The  top  is  covered  with  three  feet 
of  loam  which  is  to  be  graded  and  sodded.  The  interior 
is  lined  with  white  enamelled  brick,  which  is  set  off 
four  inches  from  the  main  wall,  thereby  allowing  a  free 
current  of  air  out  through  the  wire  grills  and  ventilators 
in  the  roof.  The  vault  is  fitted  with  combination  locked 
iron  fireproof  doors ;  also  steam  heat  and  electric  lighting 
installed.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1902. 


February  1,  1903. 

Hon.  Patrick  A.  Collins, 

Mayor  of  the   City  of  Boston  : 

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  folio  wing- 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1903  : 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  South  Boston,  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city 
offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the 
several  county  buildings;  also,  hired  buildings  or  parts  of 
the  same  for  city  offices,  county  courts,  ward-rooms,  and 
armories ;  also,  contracts  for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  depart- 
ments of  the  city  and  county  not  otherwise  provided  for ; 
this  includes  the  Police,  Fire,  Park,  Health,  Bath,  Public 
Buildings,  Library,  Public  Grounds,  Cemetery,  and  Market 
Departments,  the  Street  Department,  and  Paving,  Sanitary r 
Street  Cleaning,  Sewer,  and  Bridge  Divisions  of  the  same, 
and  the  Quarantine  Station  at  Gallop's  Island;  also,  the 
j  police  and  fire-boats.  Requisitions  are  made  by  each  clepart- 
3»ent  as  needed,  the  quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and 
^inspected,  and  certified  to  by  an  employee  of  this  depart- 
ment. 
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Because  of  the  fact  that  the  several  departments  of  the 
city  have  in  their  charge  complete  electrical  plants  for  gen- 
erating power,  light,  etc.,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  after  the 
abolition  of  the  Electrical  Construction  Division  and  the 
Repairs  Division,  to  employ  in  this  department  an  electrical 
engineer,  who  practically  had  the  supervision  of  the  installa- 
tion of  nearly  all  this  apparatus,  including  the  plants  on  all 
ferry-boats,  Insane  Hospitals  (Austin  and  Pierce  Farms), 
City  Hospital,  Parental  School,  and  all  the  various  institu- 
tions located  on  islands  in  the  harbor,  the  various  drawbridges 
propelled  by  electricity,  and  the  plant  at  the  Pumping  Station, 
Cow  Pasture. 

His  duties  being  to  furnish  other  departments,  free  of 
expense  to  them,  at  their  request,  with  plans  and  expert 
advice  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  line  of  work,  also  the 
frequent  testing  of  the  candle  power  of  the  incandescent 
lamps  furnished  the  city,  in  order  that  the  correct  standard 
of  the  same  may  be  maintained,  and  the  city  receive  the  full 
advantage  of  the  light  charged  for;  the  department  also 
employs  a  painter,  two  carpenters,  and  two  general  elec- 
tricians whose  duties  are  to  look  after  the  emergency  work 
in  their  respectives  trades  on  the  various  buildings  and  offices 
in  charge  of  this  department.

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The  Architect  Division  was  transferred  from  the  Engi- 
neering Department  on  May  11,  1900,  and  made  adivision  of 
the  Public  Buildings  Department,  with  the  expectation  that 
the  several  departments  of  the  city  would  consult  with  this 
department  as  regards  the  plans,  specifications  and  expert 
advice  relating  to  -building  construction,  heating  and  ventila- 
tion on  any  contemplated  buildings  or  alterations,  which 
during  the  past  year  the  departments  have  not  taken  advan- 
tage of,  and  the  work  of  this  division  has  been  confined  to 
the  preparation  of  plans,  etc.,  for  this  department  alone. 
This  division  is  equipped  to  handle  much  of  the  work  of  the 
different  departments  which  is  now  being  done  by  other 
architects,  and  I  trust  that  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the 
opportunity  offered. 

The  Ambulance  Station  is  located  on  National  street, 
South  Boston,  on  land  leased  of  the  Carney  Hospital.  The 
two  ambulances  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  this 
district  during  the  past  year.  The  station  is  kept  open  day 
and  night  and  calls  answered  at  any  hour. 

The  ambulance  has  been  called  to  all  sections  of  the  city 
by  parties  desiring  to  be  treated  at  the  Carney  Hospital.

It  is  now  customary  for  the  City  Council  to  appropriate 
funds  for  repairs,  alterations,  etc.,  of  the  Fire,  Street  and 
Police  Departments  buildings,  direct  to  the  several  depart- 
ments, they  having  charge  of  the  carrying  on  of  the  repairs  on 
the  same. 

The  following  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  repair  work 
done  on  the  various  buildings  in  charge  of  this  department 
during  the  past  year  : 

City  Hall. 

Gutters  and  roofs  repaired  and  all  the  joints  resoldered ; 
repairing  roof  of  underground  vault  on  account  of  leak- 
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age  under  the  ventilators  of  same,  necessitating  the 
removal  of  earth  and  applying  tar  and  paper,  also  con- 
creting over  same  and  resetting  ventilators ;  painting 
of  various  rooms  and  hallways  throughout  building, 
including  offices  of  the  Street  Commissioners,  Water 
Department,  rooms  of  the  Common  Council ;  carpenter 
work,  repairing  dormer  windows,  sheathing  up  checks  of 
same,  new  bed  mouldings  around  roofs  of  same ;  car- 
penter work  in  closets  of  fourth-floor  toilet-rooms,  sheath- 
ing up  small  rooms  for  Street  Commissioners,  and  laying 
new  and  repairing  old  flooring  in  various  parts  of  build- 
ing on  account  of  installing  new  plumbing  fixtures, 
casing  pipes  and  general  jobbing ;  new  window  sashes 
put  in  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  and 
repairing  lockers  of  the  Common  Council  and  fitting 
keys  to  doors  of  same,  and  general  fitting  up  of  room 
for  janitors  ;  resetting  of  marble  tiling  in  corridors  and 
toilet-rooms ;  remodeling  of  fourth-floor  toilet  and 
installation  of  entire  new  set  of  bowls  and  urinals  ; 
running  hot  water  to  wash  basins  in  offices  of  the 
Engineering  Department,  Lamp,  Street,  City  Clerk's  and 
^other  departments,  and  new  wash  bowl  in  Water  Income 
Division  ;  general  repairs  on  steam-heating  apparatus, 
including  blow-off  pipe  from  boiler ;  installing  new 
water-filtering  tanks  in  the  Treasurer's  and  Collecting 
Departments  ;  extensive  installation  of  electric-lighting 
apparatus  in  the  various  corridors  and  offices  of  the 
City  Auditor,  Collecting,  Assessing  and  City  Clerk 
Departments,  including  a  number  of  new  fixtures ;  new 
steel-constructed  filing  cases  installed  in  underground 
vault  for  records,  etc.,  of  the  Auditing  Department. 

Old  Court  House. 

General  repairs  on  roof :  painting  corridors  of  entire  build- 
ing, two  coats  of  oil  paint ;  changing  over  offices  for 
City  Collector ;  laying  new  floors  in  offices  of  the  Health 
Department,  and  painting  all  walls  of  same ;  building 
fireproof  vaults  for  Registry  Department,  which  in- 
cluded mason  work,  placing  of  iron  beams  and  applying 
mixture  of  concrete  over  expanded  metal  on  ceilings;

ment; enlarging  private  office  of  the  Building  Department; 
laying  new  floors  and  painting  ;  sheathing  walls  and  lay- 
ing new  floors  in  blue  print  room.

New  Roxbury  Court  House. 

This  building  was  completed  and  accepted  July  26,  1902, 
and  the  keys  of  same  turned  over  to  Judge  Solomon  A. 
Bolster  by  His  Honor  Mayor  Collins.  It  is  substantially 
built,  as  described  in  annual  report  of  this  department 
for  1901,  and  is  well  plumbed,  lighted  and  heated,  and 
Will  care  for  the  demands  of  the  district  for  a  number  of 
years  to  come. 

Auditing  Department  Vault,  City  Hall. 

This  underground  vault  has  been  fitted  up  complete  with 
trie  latest  approved  steel-constructed  filing  and  docu- 
ment cases,  and  electric  lights  installed  in  the  same.

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston : 

Sm,  —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1 898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1904: 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  South  Boston,  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city 
offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the 
several  county  buildings ;  also,  'hired  buildings  or  parts  of 
the  same  for  city  offices,  county  courts,  ward-rooms,  and 
armories;  also,  contracts  for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  depart- 
ments of  the  city  and  county  not  otherwise  provided  for; 
'this  includes  the  Police,  Fire,  Park,  Health,  Bath,  Public 
J&dildings,  Library,  Public  Grounds,  Cemetery,  and  Market 
Departments,  the  Street  Department,  and  Paving,  Sanitary, 
Street  Cleaning,  Sewer,  and  Bridge  Divisions  of  the  same, 
and  the  Quarantine  Station  at  Gallop's  Island;  also  the 
police  and  fire-boats.  Requisitions  are  made  by  each  depart- 
ment as  needed,  the  quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and 
inspected,  and  certified  to  by  an  employee  of  this  depart- 
ment. 
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Because  of  the  fact  that  the  several  departments  of  the 
city  have  in  their  charge  complete  electrical  plants  for  gen- 
erating power,  light,  etc  ,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  after  the 
abolition  of  the  Electrical  Construction  Division  and  the 
Repairs  Division,  to  employ  in  this  department  an  electrical 
engineer,  who  practically  had  the  supervision  of  the  installa- 
tion of  nearly  all  this  apparatus,  including  the  plants  on  all 
ferry-boats,  Insane  Hospitals  (Austin  and  Pierce  Farms), 
City  Hospital,  Parental  School,  and  all  the  various  institu- 
tions located  on  islands  in  the  harbor,  the  various  drawbridges 
propelled  by  electricity,  and  the  plant  at  the  Pumping  Station, 
Cow  Pasture. 

His  duties  being  to  furnish  other  departments,  free  of 
expense  to  them,  at  their  request,  with  plans  and  expert 
advice  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  line  of  work,  also  the 
frequent  testing  of  the  candle  power  of  the  incandescent 
lamps  furnished  the  city,  in  order  that  the  correct  standard 
of  the  same  may  be  maintained,  and  the  city  receive  the  full 
advantage  of  the  light  charged  for;  the  department  also 
employs  a  painter,  two  carpenters,  and  two  general  elec- 
tricians whose  duties  are  to  look  after  the  emergenc}^  work 
in  their  respective  trades  on  the  various  buildings  and  offices 
in  charge  of  this  department.

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The  Architect  Division  which  was  transferred  from  the 
Engineering  Department  in  May,  1900,  and  made  a  division 
of  the  Public  Buildings  Department,  may  be  consulted  at 
any  time  by  the  several  departments  of  the  city,  regarding 
plans,  specifications  and  expert  advice  relating  to  building 
construction,  heating,  ventilation,  alterations,  etc.  This 
division  is  equipped  to  handle  much  of  the  work  of  the 
different  departments,  which  is  now  being  done  by  outside 
architects. 

The  Ambulance  Station  is  located  on  National  street, 
South  Boston,  on  land  leased  of  the  Carney  Hospital.  The 
two  ambulances  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  this 
district  during  the  past  year.  The  station  is  kept  open  day 
and  night,  and  calls  answered  at  any  hour. 

The  ambulance  has  been  called  to  all  sections  of  the  city 
by  parties  desiring  to  be  treated  at  the  Carney  Hospital.

It  is  now  customary  for  the  City  Council  to  appropriate 
funds  for  repairs,  alterations,  etc.,  of  the  Fire,  Street  and 
Police  Department  buildings,  direct  to  the  several  depart- 
ments, they  having  charge  of  the  carrying  on  of  the  repairs  on 
the  same. 

Municipal  Building,  Upham's  Corner,  Ward  16. 

The  erection  of  this  building  was  begun  in  December,  1901, 
and  carried  on  to  completion  in  October,  1903  ;  it  covers 
an  area  of  7,700  square  feet;  eighty-two  feet  facing  on 
Columbia  road,  and  ninety-four  feet  facing  on  Bird 
street,    there    being    about    13,242    square    feet  in  the 
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entire  lot.  It  is  a  three  story  structure,  substantially 
built  of  red  brick  with  limestone  trimmings,  has  light  and 
air  on  all  sides  and  is  well  appointed  in  every  way.  The 
first  floor  contains  a  large  room  on  left  of  entrance  to  be 
used  as  a  branch  librae  and  reading-room,  it  is  fitted 
up  with  the  necessary  desks,  tables,  chairs,  etc.  On 
the  right  of  entrance  is  a  room  forty-eight  square  feet 
by  forty-nine  square  feet  to  be  used  for  ward-room  and 
other  purposes,  this  room  is  fitted  with  a  patent  steel 
roller  partition,  so  that  it  can  easily  be  divided  into  two 
good  sized  rooms  ;  a  large  exit  is  provided.  The  rotunda 
is  finished  in  white  marble  with  massive  column. 

The  main  stairway  is  of  white  marble,  and  leads  to  the 
second  floor,  on  the  right  of  which  over  the  ward-room 
is  a  large  room  fitted  up  with  offices  for  attendants, 
gymnastic  instructor,  and  physician,  in  addition  are  the 
twenty-four  shower  baths  and  a  drying-room,  and  about 
400  steel  lockers  for  men  and  boys.  In  the  room  to  the 
left  over  the  library  are  constructed  seventy-four  wooden 
lockers  about  three  feet  square  for  women  and  girls. 

On  the  third 'floor  is  located  the  gymnasium  and  handball 
courts,  the  gymnasium  having  a  floor  space  of  90  by  47 
feet;  is  fitted,  up  in  the  most  thorough  manner  with  all 
the  latest  and  most  approved  gymnastic  apparatus. 
Overhead  is  a  balcony  or  running  track,  skirting  the  four 
walls  of  the  building,  about  24  laps  to  the  mile;  the 
remaining  portion  of  this  floor,  a  room  of  about  43  feet 
square,  may  be  used  as  a  handball  court. 

In  the  basement  is  the  shower-room,  swimming  pool  and 
boiler-room  ;  the  showers  of  which  there  are  five  is  to  be 
used  by  bathers  before  entering  the  pool;  the  swimming 
pool  is  of  Vermont  marble,  on  walls  and  floor,  built  in 
the  shape  of  a  Maltese  cross  about  35  feet  by  37  feet  with 
slanting  floor  averaging  about  4  feet  in  depth,  with  ter- 
raced steps  leading  down  into  same. 

The  building  is  lighted  throughout  by  electricity,  with 
combination  gas  and  electric  fixtures  in  entrances  and 
hallways,  and  each  room  is  connected  by  private  tele- 
phone system,  so  that  communication  can  be  had  with 
any  part  of  the  building.  Each  room  is.  fitted  with  an 
approved  electric  clock  working  from  a  master  clock  on 
the  first  floor. 

The  building  is  heated  by  two  60  horse-power  boilers, 
fitted  up  with  the  latest  and  most  approved  appliances, 
with  shaking  grates,  and  automatic  regulators ;  the 
boilers  are  used  for  heating  the  building,  and   also  to 
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warm  the  water  used  in  the  shower  baths  and  the  swim- 
ming pool.  The  heating  and  ventilating  is  known  as 
the  Plenum  system,  a  large  fan  driven  by  an  electric 
motor,  and  is  used  to  drive  the  fresh  air  from  outside, 
over  heated  pipes  in  winter  time,  into  the  various  rooms 
of  the  building,  and  passing  through  the  vent  flues, 
thereby  always  insuring  a  plentiful  supply  of  pure  air. 
The  heating  by  ventilation  is  augmented  by  a  direct 
system  of  radiators  placed  in  the  different  rooms.  The 
whole  system  is  regulated  by  an  automatic  control  which 
provides  a  steady  even  temperature  even  during  the 
coldest  weather.

In  addition  k>  the  above  items  many  of  the  city  cJepart- 
ments  have  availed  themselves  of  the  services  of  this  branch 
of  the.  department  for  consultation  and  advice  covering  a 
wide  range  of  electrical  subjects.  The  practice  of  testing 
the  lamps  used  in  city  institutions  for  candle-power  and 
efficiency  has  been  continued  with  useful  results. 

The  lighting  system  in  City  Hall,  Probate  and  Historical 
buildings  and  the  old  Court  House  has  been  changed  from 
the  alternating  current  to  the  direct  current  Edison  mains, 
and  over  forty  individual  meters  have  been  replaced  by  four 
main-service  meters.  It  is  probable  that  this  change  will 
effect  a   considerable   saving  in   the   cost  of  lighting  these

Hon.  Patrick  A.  Collins, 

Mayor  of  the   City  of  Boston  : 

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1905  : 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  South  Boston,  New  Municipal  Building,  Up- 
ham's  Corner,  the  new  city  building  at  Codman  square, 
Dorchester,  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city  offices,  market 
purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the  several  county 
buildings ;  also,  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  the  same  for  city 
offices,  county  courts,  ward-rooms,  and  armories ;  also,  con- 
tracts for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  departments  of  the  city 

_and  county  not  otherwise    provided  for ;    this  includes  the 

"  Police,  Fire,  P  rk,  Health,  Bath,  Public  Buildings,  Library, 

Public  Grounc  ,  Cemetery,  and   Market    Departments,    the 

Street  Department,  and  Paving,  Sanitary,  Street  Cleaning, 

■HSrewer,  and  Bridge  Divisions  of  the  same,  and  the  Quarantine 
Station  at  Gallop's  Island ;  also  the  police  and  fire-boats. 
Requisitions  are  made  by  each  department  as  needed,  the 
quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and  inspected,  and  certified 
to  by  an  employee  of  this  department. 
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The  services  of  the  Electrical  Engineer  have  been  con- 
tinued during  the  past  year,  our  experience  having  demon- 
strated that  the  widely  extended  uses  now  made  of  electricity 
in  public  buildings  and  institutions  demands  the  services  of 
such  a  person.  Our  engineer's  services  have  also  been 
availed  of  by  several  other  of  the  city's  departments,  notably 
the  Street  Department,  Sewer  Division,  Ferry  Division,  In- 
sane Hospital  Department,  Children's  Institution  Depart- 
ment, Library  Department,  City  Hospital,  Market  Depart- 
ment, Health  Department,  Bath  Department,  and  others. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  have  some  of  the  work  now 
done  for  other  departments  by  outside  engineering  firms  done 
by  our  men,  but  without  success  up  to  the  present  writing. 
As  we  have  men  especially  trained  in  the  electrical  business 
as  applied  to  municipal  work,  and  fully  acquainted  with  the 
details  of  every  branch  of  the  city's  electrical  plants  and 
equipped  with  a  laboratory  containing  every  needed  appli- 
ance, I  would  urge  that  we  be  given  a  chance  to  show  that 
much  of  the  money  now  paid  to  outside  engineering  firms 
can  be  saved  by  placing  the  work  in  our  hands. 

Our  practice  is  to  make  no  charge  for  plans,  specifications 
or  service  in  supervision  of  the  work. 

All  requisitions  made  upon  the  department  during  the 
past  year  for  furniture,  supplies,  repairs  and  alterations  have 
been  given  careful  consideration,  and  practically  all  requests 
have  been  granted.

The 
station  is  open  day  and  night,  and  answers  calls  at  any  hour, 
and  at  any  section  of  the  city,  for  persons  desiring  treatment 
at  the  Carney  Hospital.

The  usual  custom  of  the  City  Council  to  appropriate  funds 
for  repairs,  alterations,  etc.,  of  the   Fire,  Street,  and  Police 
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Department  buildings  direct  to  each  department  has  remained 
the  same  during  the  past  year. 

New  City  Building,  Washington  and  Norfolk  Streets,  Dorchester. 

The  erection  of  this  new  building  was  started  April  13, 
1904,  and  completed  in  December  of  the  same  year.  The 
foundation  is  of  block  granite,  laid  in  one-half  cement 
mortar.  The  walls  are  of  selected  red  face  brick,  well 
bonded,  and  laid  in  white  lime  mortar. 

The  two  ornamental  columns  at  the  front  entrance  are  of 
Warsaw  bluestone.  The  inside  finish  of  the  main  hall, 
including  doors  and  bookcases,  is  of  ash,  and  the  cornice 
around  the  main  hall  reading-room  is  of  white  pine. 
The  flooring  of  the  large  reading-room  is  of  quartered 
oak.  All  the  walls  are  plastered,  painted  and  neatly 
decorated. 

On  the  street  floor  is  the  main  reading-room,  38  by  75 
feet,  and  a  rear  reading-room,  18  by  26  feet.  Off  the 
reading-room  is  a  small  repair  room,  with  a  floor  area 
of  156  square  feet.  There  are  two  well  appointed  toilet- 
rooms  at  the  right  and  left  of  the  main  entrance.  These 
rooms  are  well  heated  and  ventilated. 

The  floor  of  main  entrance  and  vestibule  is  of  mosaic 
marble,  with  design  in  colors,  and  marble  floor  base. 
The  walls  are  elaborately  decorated  in  colors  to  imitate 
the  rich  marbles  predominating  throughout  the  building, 
with  panels  of  Mexican  onyx. 

Crowning  the  whole  of  this  feature  is  a  dome  of  hard 
plaster,  decorated  to  represent  the  conservatories  of  a 
sunny  Italian  villa.  Hanging  from  the  centre  of  this 
handsome  dome  is  a  large  spherical  electrical  lighting 
fixture,  finished  in  dull  brass  and  suspended  by  a  chain 
of  same  finish. 

The  reading-room  is  furnished  with  a  sufficient  number  of 
tables,  chairs,  etc.,  to  accommodate  100  persons,  the  adults 
being  separated  from  the  juveniles  by  a  hand-rail  struc- 
ture. The  tables  and  desks  are  fitted  with  electrical 
fixtures. 

Off  the  main  reading-room  at  the  left  is  the  staircase  hall 
approach  to  the  ward-room  in  the  basement,  as  well  as  a 
means  of  exit  in  the  rear.  The  main  room  in  the  base- 
ment is  a  large  room,  33  by  75,  and  it  is  intended  to  be 
used  for  ward-room  purposes.  The  walls  are  of  selected 
pressed  face  brick,  the  flooring  of  hard  pine,  and  the 
finish  of  North  Carolina  pine.  A  large  platform  is 
erected  at  one  end  of  the  room,  and  at  the  opposite  or 
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rear  end  of  building  is  the  entrance  to  ward-room  from 
the  Norfolk  street  side  of  this  building.  The  natural 
and  artificial  lighting  of  this  room  is  nearly  perfect. 
Off  the  staircase  hall  and  at  the  rear  of  the  basement  is  the 
boiler  and  coal-room.  The  building  is  heated  by  steam 
and  has  thorough  system  of  ventilation.  Around  the 
entire  lot  a  granolithic  sidewalk  and  inside  curbing  has 
been  put  in;  also  granolithic  walks  to  rear  entrance  and 
boiler-room  entrance. 
The  following  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  repair  work 

done  on  the  various  buildings  in  charge  of  this  department 

during  the  past  year  : 

City  Hall. 

New  wire  guard  ropes  for  east  elevator ;  repairs  on  the 
safety  appliances  of  both  elevators ;  new  locks  on  doors 
of  cages  ;  lining  elevator  pumps  and  monthly  inspection 
of  the  same ;  general  repairs  to  roof  of  dome ;  new  tin 
roof  over  the  blue-printing  room ;  new  goosenecks  to 
conductors  on  dome ;  repairs  on  copper  roof  lower  deck  ; 
new  copper  flashing  around  tower ;  cleaning  out  gutters 
and  conductors  and  keeping  them  free  of  snow  and  ice ; 
new  floor  on  deck  of  dome  ;  new  sheathing  under  the  tin 
around  parapet ;  painting  tin  roof  of  dome  ;  painting 
Auditor's  office,  walls  and  ceiling ;  repairs  on  pipes  of 
water  supply  on  the  fourth  floor,  caused  by  burst  of 
pipes,  which  necessitated  removal  of  tile  flooring  and 
resetting  same ;  installed  new  wash-bowls  in  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets'  and  Engineer's  offices,  also  general  repairs 
on  faucets,  etc.,  throughout  the  building ;  removed  old 
worn  out  hot  water  heater  in  boiler-room  and  installed 
new  one  of  improved  pattern  ;  repairs  on  feed  pipe  to 
boilers  and  on  the  damper  regulators  ;  new  radiator  in- 
stalled in  City  Engineer's  office ;  connected  radiators  in 
City  Clerk's  and  Street  Department's  offices  ;  installed 
new  gas  main  in  place  of  clogged-up  pipes,  and  general 
repairs  on  all  gas  brackets  in  corridors. 

Old  Court  House. 

Installed  new  sewer  pipe  in  basement,  in  cross  corridors, 
and  connected  same  with  iron  stack  soil  pipes ;  repaired 
tank  of  third  floor  toilet;  changed  location  of  wash  sink 
in  basement  on  account  of  installation  of  new  electric 
switchboard  in  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  De- 
partment;   put  up    new    shelving    in   ballot-box  store- 
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room  of  Election  Department ;  new  window  and  ventila- 
tion stack  in  room  30,  toilet,  and  new  storm  windows  on 
part  of  building ;  repairs  to  steam  pipes  in  basement 
and  general  repairs  on  radiators  and  valves  in  various 
offices  ;  painting  walls  amd  ceiling  of  rooms  of  Board 
of  Health,  and  covered  floor  with  linoleum;  painted  new 
shelving  in  Election  Department ;  repairs  on  valves  and 
grill  work  of  elevators ;  general  repairs  on  tin  roof  and 
conductors,  and  keeping  same  free  from  snow  and  ice. 

28  Court  Square  and  SO  and  32  Tremont  Street. 

Repairing  floor  in  basement  room,  used  by  Pauper 
Trustees ;  cutting  out  broken  conductor  pipes  from 
wall  and  replacing  same  with  new  iron  pipe ;  building 
of  new  catch-basin  in  floor  of  basement;  installed  new 
brass  supply  pipe  to  sink  in  basement,  and  connecting 
sink  with  ventilation  stack ;  cleaned  out  the  con- 
ductors from  roof ;  changed  location  of  supply  pipe, 
taking  same  out  of  trench ;  repairs  on  wash-bowls  in 
Sewer  Division  and  Children's  Institutions  Depart- 
ments, and  installed  new  tank  in  toilet-room ;  painted 
wails  and  ceilings  in  Children's  Institutions  Depart- 
ment and  Sewer  Divisions,  and  varnished  furniture  of 
same;  painted  walls  of  main  stairway  on  Tremont  street 
side  and  also  rooms  on  Court  square  side  of  building; 
general  repairs  on  roof  and  new  copper  gutters  put  on 
south  side  of  building;  connected  building  with  new 
sewer  in  Court  square ;  general  repairs  to  radiators,  etc. 

62  and  64  Pemberton  Square. 

General  repairs  on  roof ;  new  flashing  around  skylight ; 
new  skylight  put  on ;  new  conductor  pipe  on  front  of 
building ;  new  wooden  gutter  put  on  the  L  in  rear  of 
building,  and  new  tin  roof  on  same ;  painted  new  tin 
roof,  also  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms  on  the  third 
floor;  general  repairs  on  the  plumbing,  put  in  new 
brass  supply  pipe  in  place  of  lead  pipe  in  basement; 
repaired  radiators,  valves,  etc.,  where  necessary. 

Charity  Bureau  Building. 

General  repairs  on  the  plumbing ;  new  wash-bowl  put  in 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department ;  cleaned  and  painted  the 
rooms  of  the  Associated  Charities.  Repaired  cold  air 
ducts  and  casing  of  indirect  radiators  ;  also  put  windows 
and  doors  in  good  condition. 
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City  Temporary  Home. 

General  repairs  on  plumbing ;  new  wash-bowl  put  in  on 
first  floor;  made  repairs  on  the  slop  sink,  also  on  the 
lead  pipe  supply  to  boiler-room,  kitchen,  and  to  the 
second  floor.  Put  all  radiators,  valves,  etc.,  in  good 
condition  ;  put  in  some  new  return  steam  piping,  made 
repairs  in  boiler-room.  Painted  practically  all  of  the 
rooms  on  the  second  and  third  floors ;  painted  and  var- 
nished the  woodwork  and  furniture  in  the  reception- 
room.  Made  general  repairs  on  the  roof  and  kept  same 
clear  of  snow  and  ice. 

Wayfarers'  Lodge. 

Built  new  fence  around  woodyard  on  the  south  side  of 
building;  jacked  up  roof  and  strengthened  the  supports 
to  the  same ;  removed  the  skylights  of  the  shed  and 
boarded  up  the  openings ;  run  all  new  flashing  around 
the  eaves ;  cut  off  the  old  gravel  and  tar,  and  replaced 
same  with  new  coat  of  paper,  tar  and  gravel,  practically 
making  it  a  new  roof. 

Ambulance  Station,  South  Boston. 

Put  in  new  wash-bowl,  changed  location  of  the  sill-cock, 
and  repaired  sink  in  boiler-room ;  general  repairs  on 
heating  apparatus ;  repairs  on  doors  and  windows ; 
catting  for  plumbers,  and  put  in  new  flooring  in  the 
stalls ;  also  repaired  all  the  granolithic  driveway  and 
walk. 

Shop,  11  Wareham  Street. 

Put  in  new  wooden  sink  to  replace  broken  soapstone  sink ; 
wedged  up  and  supported  the  floor  beams  of  first  floor; 
cutting  and  repairing  floors  for  plumbers  ;  repaired  drain- 
pipe ;  put  in  new  house-trap  ;  changed  location  of  blow- 
off  from  boiler  connection  to  the  outside  of  house-trap ; 
connected  up  new  sink  and  repaired  ball-cock  in  the 
toilet-room  ;  general  repairs  on  radiator  valves  ;  running 
new  blow-off  pipe ;  repaired  return  tank,  and  run  new 
drip  from  exhaust  head. 

Faneuil  Hall  and  Market. 

Repaired  supply  pipe  in  basement;  changed  return  pipe 
of  heater,  and  put  radiators,  valves,  etc.,  in  good  condi- 
tion. Painted  the  iron  awnings  at  each  end  of  the 
market. 
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Quincy  Market. 

Dug  up  concrete  flooring  in  basement  and  cleared  drain 
pipe  of  stoppage ;  pumped  out  surface  water  and  made 
basement  floor  of  stall  No.  2  waterproof  ;  put  in  new 
drain  pipe  in  stall  No.  21,  also  new  tide-water  trap,  and 
arranged  same  so  that  it  can  easily  be  freed  of  any 
obstruction ;  made  general  repairs  on  supply  pipes  to 
various  stalls  ;  cleared  the  traps  of  toilets  in  convenience 
station  of  obstructions,  repaired  the  tanks,  chains,  etc., 
when  necessary.  Put  in  new  flooring  in  a  few  stalls 
and  made  repairs  on  others  ;  put  new  safety  treads  on 
steps  of  building.  Put  gas  pipes  and  fixtures,  also 
ventilation  pipes  and  smoke  pipes  of  offices  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Westerly  Hall. 

Put  in  new  sheathing  in  toilet,  made  repairs  on  flooring  in 
precinct  room  and  built  new  wooden  shutters  for  one 
side  of  building  as  a  protection  against  fire ;  put  up 
new  zinc  ridge  and  eaves,  also  new  conductors,  and  made 
general  repairs  on  slate  roof.  Put  in  new  water-closet, 
set  in  marble,  and  also  new  sink;  took  out  light  weight 
soil  pipe,  which  was  condemned,  and  put  in  new  heavy 
weight  pipes,  running  same  to  trap  outside  of  building. 
Excavated  for  plumbers  in  basement  and  outside  walls, 
built  a  manhole  to  conveniently  get  at  and  clean  out 
traps,  repaired  concrete  flooring  in  cellar  and  on  walks 
outside  of  building. 

Curtis  Hall. 

Repaired  water-closet  in  hall,  repairs  on  radiator  valves, 
steam  piping  and  returns  in  basement ;  repaired  broken 
radiator  in  stairway. 

City  Building,  Richmond   Street. 

General  repairs  on  roof,  new  zinc  flashing  around  eaves  in 
front  of  building. 

Smith  School-house,  Joy  Street. 

The  old  slates  were  taken  off  and  relaid,  put  up  new 
gutters  and  conductors,  made  repairs  where  necessary 
on  plastering  and  painted  and  kalsomined  same,  installed 
gas  pipes  and  fixtures  in  all  rooms. 
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Old   Town  Hall,  Brighton. 

Painted  flagpole  and  also  the  front  of  building,  put  new- 
flashing  around  flagpole,  made  repairs  on  basement 
door ;  also  repaired  wash-bowl  and  put  in  new  con- 
ductors and  traps  for  same. 

Armory,  Company  A,  Fifth  Regiment. 

This  armory,  with  exception  of  drill  hall,  was  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  painted ;  ceilings,  walls  and  woodwork  of 
officers'  room,  company's  room,  toilets,  halls  and  stair- 
way were  put  in  good  condition ;  made  repairs  on  plumb- 
ing, when  necessary;  put  in  new  soil  pipes  in  basement, 
and  repaired  supply  to  toilets  on  top  floor. 

Armory,  Company  L,  Sixth  Regiment. 

Repaired  plastering,  cleaned  and  kalsomined  walls  and  ceil- 
ing of  drill  hall,  painted  officers'  room,  also  company's 
room,  and  built  new  regulation  gun  racks,  etc. 

Armory,  Company  A,  Eighth  Regiment. 

Replaced  two  broken  water-closet  bowls  and  one  wash 
bowl,  made  general  repairs  on  water-closet  tanks, 
repaired  damper  regulator  and  leaking  radiators. 

Ward  Room  7,  Building. 

Made  general  repairs  on  roof,  which  required  the  relaying 
of  nearly  all  of  the  slates,  new  zinc  eaves,  new  gutters 
and  conductors,  new  tin  put  on  flat  portion  of  roof,  new 
skylight  guards  ;   painted  the  tin  roof  and  guards. 

Ward  Room  8,  Building. 

Put  new  flashing  around  skylight  and  openings  in  roof, 
repaired  copper  capping  of  (parapet)  wall  and  covered 
the  entire  roof  with  one  coat  of  tar ;  painted  the  ceilings 
of  interior  of  building  with  water  color  and  the  wall 
with  three  coats  of  oil  paint;  made  general  repairs  where 
required  on  cellar  drain  and  also  on  steam  plant. 

Ward  Room  13,  Building. 

Reset  several  lights  of  broken  glass,  put  in  new  window 
cords  and  repaired  window  frames,  put  in  new  water- 
closet  bowl  and  replaced  old  lead  pipe  with  brass  supply, 
and  also  put  gas  lighting  fixtures  in  good  condition. 
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Ward  Room  17,  Building. 

Repaired  broken  supply  pipe  in  toilet,  cleaned  out  smoke 
pipe,  and  made  new  connection  for  same  with  chimney; 
put  front  steps,  which  had  broken  down,  in  proper 
condition. 

Ward  Room  20,  Building. 

Made  repairs  on  steam  heating  coils,  put  in  new  urinal  in 
toilet  and  changed  the  supply  pipe  to  same,  also  removed 
obstructions  from  water-closet  traps,  repaired  doors,  .etc. 

City  Scales,  Hay  market  Square. 

Repaired  locks  and  hinges  of  doors,  also  altered  over  the 
platform  of  scales. 

Court  House,  Brighton. 

Put  up  new  sheathing  in  judge's  office  ;  put  on  storm  win- 
dows ;  painted  judge's  office,  also  windows  and  frames 
of  building ;  pointed  up  walls  where  necessary  ;  installed 
new  two-inch  pipes  from  street,  allowing  a  greater  sup- 
ply of  water  to  flush  out  closets  in  the  cells  ;  kept  lawn 
and  shrubbery  in  good  condition. 

Court  House,  West  Boxbury. 

Put  on  new  flashing  around  chimney  and  skylight,  and 
new  coat  of  tar  on  flat  roof ;  repaired  slate  roof  and 
gutters;  repaired  capping  of  parapet  wall;  repaired 
supply  pipe  to  tank,  and  installed  new  urinal  on  first 
floor. 

Court  House,  Dorchester. 

Made  general  repairs  on  plumbing  and  steam-heating  pipes 
where  necessary ;  put  on  new  door  springs,  and  replaced 
old  window  cords  with  new  ones. 

Court  House,  South  Boston. 

Put  in  new  fire  pot  in  furnace  and  repaired  furnace  pipes ; 
also  repaired  window  frames  and  sashes. 

Court  House,  East  Boston. 

Installed  new  system  of  electric  lighting,  with  new  fixtures 
in  court-room  and  offices;  also  installed  system  of  private 
telephones,  and  wired  for   electric  fans  ;    put  in  new 
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filing  cases  in  clerk's  office,  and  also  new  grill  partition 
to  separate  prisoners  ;  painted  clerk's  office  and  repaired 
brick-work  on  boiler. 

County  Jail,  Charles  Street. 

The  settling  of  the  foundations  of  the  rear  wall  of  yard 
made  it  necessary  to  dig  under  the  wall  and  cut  off  the 
rotten  tops  of  the  piles  and  build  a  new  foundation  of 
concrete;  repaired  and  strengthened  wall,  and  pointed 
same  where  necessary. 

New  Municipal  Building,  Uphanis  Corner. 

Few  changes  made  to  accommodate  the  departments  occu- 
pying building ;  put  in  additional  waste-pipe  from 
shower  room  on  second  floor,  also  new  pressure  regu- 
lator on  water  supply  to  building ;  made  change  on 
return  from  hot-water  tank  to  improve  its  heating 
capacity ;  cased  up  soil-pipes  running  through  finished 
rooms  ;  repaired  bridge  walls  under  boilers,  and  trenched 
new  drain-pipe. 

Bacteriological  Laboratory,  Health  Department. 

Removed  entire  plant  of  laboratory  from  old  location  on 
Sudbury  street  to  739  Boylston  street,  and  fitted  up 
new  quarters  with  ash  benches,  maple  tops,  and  white 
pine  drawers.  The  benches  are  fitted  with  sinks  and 
gutters  and  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water,  and 
connected  with  drainage.  Installed  electric  motor  and 
new  system  of  gas  and  electric  lighting,  with  fittings 
for  bench  work.  Provided  galvanized-iron  hoods  over 
one  section  of  benches  and  vented  same  through  roof 
with  a  12-inch  vent  pipe,  topped  with  rotating  venti- 
lator. Fitted  up  animal  room  with  galvanized-iron 
troughs  and  hay  and  sawdust  bins  of  same  material. 
Set  up  crematory  and  connected  with  vent  and  water 
pipes,  also  provided  a  galvanized-iron  shield  as  a  pro- 
tection against  extreme  heat.  The  bills  of  this  work, 
amounting  to  $1,547.73,  were  charged  to  appropriation 
of  Health  Department. 

Review  Stands. 

Two  review  stands  were  erected  during  the  past  year  by 
this  department,  one  for  the  dedication  of  statue  of 
Gen.  Joseph  Warren,  June   17,  1904,  at  Warren  street, 
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Roxbury.  The  seating  capacity  was  344,  and  the 
expense  of  same,  which  was  charged  to  appropriation 
for  public  celebrations,  amounted  to  #447.65.  The 
second  stand  was  erected  on  grounds  in  front  of  City 
Hall,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Thirty-eighth  National 
Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
August  15-20,  1904.  The  seating  capacity  was  1,121, 
and  the  cost  of  same  for  erection  of  stand,  use  of 
chairs,  printing,  decorating,  etc.,  which  amounted  to 
$2,111.03,  was  charged  to  appropriation  for  public 
celebrations.

Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the   City  of  Boston : 

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1906  : 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  South  Boston,  New  Municipal  Building,  Up- 
ham's  Corner,  the  new  city  building  at  Codman  Square, 
Dorchester,  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city  offices,  market 
purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the  several  county 
buildings ;  also  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  the  same  for  city 
offices,  county  courts,  ward-rooms,  and  armories;  also,  con- 
tracts for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  departments  of  the  city 
and  county  not  otherwise  provided  for;  this  includes  the 
Police,  Fire,  Park,  Health,  Bath,  Public  Buildings,  Library, 
Public  Grounds,  Cemetery  and  Market  Departments,  the 
Street  Department,  and  Paving,  Sanitary,  Street  Cleaning, 
^:6,ewer  and  Bridge  Divisions  of  the  same,  and  the  Quarantine 
-"Station  at  Gallop's  Island ;  also  the  police  and  fire-boats. 
Requisitions  are  made  by  each  department  as  needed,  the 
quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and  inspected,  and  certified 
to  by  an  employee  of  this  department.

The  following  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  repair  work 
done  on  the  various  buildings  in  charge  of  this  department 
during  the  past  year  : 

City  Hall. 

Built  new  shelving  in  document  room,  in  basement,  and 
doors  for  same;  made  alterations  in  private  room  of 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  Fitted  up  book- 
cases in  office  of  Clerk  of  Committees,  and  put  up  new 
office  railing.  Put  in  new  compartments  in  vault  used 
by  Collecting  Department.  Changed  entrance  to  toilet 
in  Water  Income  Division  and  general  repairs  about 
building.  Repaired  flashing  around  windows  in  cupola, 
new  copper  flashing  around  flag-pole,  general  repairs 
on  roof,  cleaned  out  gutters,  etc.  Replaced  old,  con- 
demned elevator  tanks  with  new  ones,  and  connected 
up  same,  new  returns  to  boilers  (east  side),  covered 
piping,  return  tank  boiler  and  heater  with  asbestos 
covering.  Installed  new  radiators  in  City  Messenger's 
Department  and  repaired  radiators  in  Assessing  and 
Street  Departments.  Put  up  new  iron  gratings  on  win- 
dows of  Assessing  Department.  Painted,  lettered  and 
numbered  shelving  in  document  room,  painted  walls  and 
ceilings  of  offices  of  Lamp  Department,  Mayor's  public 
office,  rooms  70  and  71,  and  offices  of  Clerk  of  Commit- 
tees.

Charity  Bureau,  Hawkins  Street. 

New  storm  windows  in  main  office,  general  repairs  on 
windows,  etc.,  new  flooring  in  first  floor  corridors,  and 
built  new  closets  in  janitor's  apartments  ;  painted  walls 
and  ceilings  of  meeting-rooms,  janitor's  apartments, 
Soldiers'  Relief  offices,  hallways,  etc. ;  also  iron  fence 
and  fire  escapes  about  the  building ;  laid  new  linoleum 
in  meeting-room ;  installed  new  wash-bowl  in  main  office  ;

general  repairs  on  faucets,  and  toilets  on  first  floor  and 
in  basement;  repaved  and  graded  yard;  thoroughly 
repaired  roof,  new  course  of  tin  around  the  eaves  and 
put  on  new  skylight ;  repaired  plastering  on  ceiling, 
top  floor,  and  waiting-room,  also  whitened  same ;  in- 
stalled new  feed  pump  and  returns  in  boiler-room ; 
changed  radiator  in  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  and 
made  general  repairs  on  valves  and  radiators  throughout 
the  building. 

Wayfarers'  Lodge. 

Made  necessary  alterations  in  plumbing  system,  put  in 
two  new  water-closets  and  two  new  urinals,  connected 
up  three  sinks,  all  being  vented,  put  in  new  soil  pipe 
from  basement  to  roof ;  built  new  sheathing  about  water- 
closets  ;  put  in  two  new  windows  for  ventilation ;  neces- 
sary cutting  for  plumbers  ;  installed  new  20-inch  pipe 
for  ventilation. 

Temporary  Home,  Char  don  Street. 

Took  out  leaky  soil  pipe  in  basement  and  replaced  same 
with  new  heavy  iron  pipe  of  standard  weight ;  installed 
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two  new  water-closets,  new  slop  sink,  and  connected  up 
one  soapstone  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water ;  repaired 
supply-pipe  to  boilers,  also  made  general  repairs  on 
plumbing  apparatus  through  the  building;  made  neces- 
sary repairs  on  walls  of  boiler  and  flagging  in  boiler- 
room,  also  on  plastering  in  basement  toilet;  repaired 
leaks  in  roof  and  gutters,  put  new  course  of  tin  around 
the  eaves  and  gave  same  a  heavy  coat  of  paint ;  replaced 
all  old  conductor  pipes  with  new ;  had  carpenter  repair 
floors  in  basement  and  do  necessary  cutting  for  plumber ; 
whitened  ceilings  on  third  floor,  painted  walls  and  ceil- 
ings of  front  room,  second  floor,  also  kitchen,  and  grained 
woodwork  in  dining-room. 

Thomas-street  School-house. 

Remodelled  entire  building;  repaired  old  sills,  jacked  up 
floors,  put  in  posts  to  support  floors,  removed  partitions 
on  top  floor ;  built  new  partitions  on  first  floor  for  ante- 
room ;  built  new  toilets  on  first  and  second  floors,  new 
wooden  conductors  around  roof;  repaired  all  flooring, 
new  bulkhead  and  stairs  to  basement ;  repaired  clap- 
boards and  put  on  new  base  boards ;  removed  old  out- 
house in  rear  of  building  and  filled  in  the  vault;  repaired 
fence  around  premises ;  patched  concrete  in  yard  where 
necessary ;  built  new  brick  line  wall  in  rear  of  building ; 
put  in  new  drain  pipe  from  street  and  connected  same  ; 
repaired  chimney  tops  and  whitewashed  entire  basement ; 
put  on  new  tin  roof  on  both  wings  of  building ;  repaired 
slate  roof  on  main  building;  installed  new  iron  con- 
ductors on  front  and  rear  of  building ;  plastered  walls 
of  new  partitions  and  repaired  ceilings  and  walls  where 
necessary ;  installed  large  new  furnace  with  necessary 
piping  and  registers  ;  made  general  repairs  on  gas  piping 
and  installed  new  lights  on  two  meters ;  installed  new 
large-size  iron  soil  pipe,  new  pattern  water-closets,

Repaired  broken  plastering,  whitened  all  ceilings  and 
painted  all  walls  and  woodwork  with  two  coats  oil 
paint,  repaired  flooring  on  second  floor,  made  general 
repairs  on  radiator  valves,  faucets,  etc. 

Old  City  Hall,  Charlestown. 

Painted  hallway  on  first  floor,  also  vestibule;  cleaned  off, 
filled  and  varnished  the  front  and  swing  doors,  painted 
pilasters  and  ornamental  work  outside  of  doors.  Re- 
paired slate  roof  on  main  building  and  dome,  also 
patched  tin  roof  and  painted  same.  Installed  new 
shaker  grate  in  boiler  and  repaired  steam  radiator,  etc.

Laid  new  plank  floors  at  wagon-stand  and  repaired  floors 
in  offices.  Painted  walls  and  ceilings  of  laboratory  and 
office  on  first  floor.  Put  up  thirty  feet  of  new  smoke 
stack  and  braced  same ;  built  new  ash-hoist  and  made 
general  repairs  on  steam-piping  and  radiators  in  building. 

Faneuil  Hall  and  Market.

Covered  all  steam  pipes  in  base- 
ment with  asbestos  covering,  repaired  roof  and  stopped 
leaks.

Repaired  water-closet  on  second  floor,  put  in  new  bowl 
and  trap,  took  up  slate  slabs  and  made  new  water-tight 
flooring,  replaced  the  old  condemned  light  weight  soil 
pipe  with  new  modern  pipe.

Repaired  roof,  and  painted  walls  and  ceilings  of  library 
room. 

Smith  Schoohouse,  Joy  Street. 

Repaired  gutters  and  conductor  pipes. 

Old  Town  Hall,  Brighton. 

Put  in  two  new  windows  and  made  general  repairs  on  all 
sashes  and  frames,  installed  new  wash-bowl  and  sink  in 
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ward-room,  repaired  slate  roof  and  put  up  new  gutters 
and  conductors. 

Cross-street  School-house. 

Built  new  line  fence  in  rear  of  yard,  new  stairs  to  base- 
ment, new  toilet  on  second  floor,  new  front  door,  new 
frames  for  sink.  Installed  new  conductor,  repaired 
supply  pipe,  traps,  etc.  Put  in  new  smoke-pipe  for 
furnace.  Painted  new  fence  and  woodwork  of  toilet  two 
coats,  painted  and  grained  front  door.

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1907  : 

My  appointment  as  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings, 
having  betsii  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  I  assumed 
charge  of  ~  is  department  on  May  1,  1906. 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  South  Boston ;  New  Municipal  Building, 
Upham's  Corner;  the  New  City  Building  at  Codman  Square, 
Dorchester ;  City  Building,  Washington  and  Richmond 
streets,  Dorchester;  Thomas-street  and  Poplar-street  School- 
S  houses  and  Curtis  Hall ;  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city  offices, 
"-market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the  several 
county  buildings;  also  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  the  same 
;Ji£6r  city  offices,  county  courts,  ward-rooms  and  armories ; 
also  contracts  for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  departments  of 
the  city  and  county  not  otherwise  provided  for;  this  includes 
the    Police,    Fire,    Park,    Health,    Bath,    Public    Buildings, 
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Library,  Public  Grounds,  Cemetery  and  Market  Departments, 
the  Quarantine  station  at  Gallop's  Island;  also  the  police 
and  fire-boats.  Requisitions  are  made  by  each  department 
as  needed,  the  quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and  inspected, 
and  certified  to  by  an  employee  of  this  department. 

All  requisitions  made  upon  the  department  during  the 
past  year  for  furniture,  supplies,  repairs  and  alterations  have 
been  given  careful  consideration,  and  practically  all  requests 
have  been  granted.

Sir,  —  Ir  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Oi  .nances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  anni  il  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1908 : 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Ambulance 
Station,  South  Boston;  New  Municipal  Building,  Upham's 
Corner;  the  New  City  Building  at  Codman  square.,  Dor- 
chester; City  Building,  Washington  and  Richmond  streets 
'  Dorchester;  Thomas-street  and  Poplar-street  school-houses 
/and  Curtis  Hall ;  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city  offices,  market 
purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and  the  several  county 
buildings;  also  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  the  same  for  city 
offices,  county  courts,  wardrooms  and  armories;  also  con- 
tracts for  and  supplies  fuel  for  all  departments  of  the  city 
and  nty  not  otherwise  provided  for;  this  includes  the 
Pol  ''ire,  Park,  Health,  Bath,  Public  Buildings,  Library 
Public   Grounds,   Cemetery   and    Market    departments,   the 
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Quarantine  Station  at  Gallop's  Island;  Nalso  the  police  and 
fire-boats.  Requisitions  are  made  by  each  department  as 
needed,  the  quantity  and  quality  is  weighed  and  inspected, 
and  certified  to  by  an  employee  of  this  department.

Sir, — In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ord1'  ances  of  1898,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  a1-^  J.  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department 
for  thr*  nding  January  31,  1909.

charge  ox  Uiis  department  on  January  29,  1908. 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
ambulance  station,  South  Boston;  new  municipal  building, 
Upham's  Corner;  the  new  city  building  at  Codman  square, 
Dorchester;  city  building,  Washington  and  Richmond  streets, 
Dorchester;  Thomas  Street  and  Poplar  Street  Schoolhouses 
and  Curtis  Hall;  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city  offices,  market 
purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings  and  the  several  county 
buildings;  also  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  same  used  for 
city  offices,  county  purposes,  wardrooms,  armories,  etc. 

It  has  been  my  purpose  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the 

mt  on  a  strictly  business  basis,  which  necessitated 

u  ension  of  all  unnecessary  employees  and  the  intro- 

...o.-  of  a  competitive  system  of  proposals  on  repair  and 

.  ration  work.    It  is  a  fact  that  the  efficiency  of  the  service 
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rendered  has  improved  even  after  this  reduction  in  the  work- 
ing force.  The  total  pay  rolls  of  the  department  on  February 
1,  1908,  showed  an  annual  expenditure  of  $107,204.04,  and 
on  February  1,  1909,  was  $75,339.80,  or  a  yearly  saving  in 
salaries  and  wages  of  $31,864.24. 

The  appropriation  of  this  department  for  general  expendi- 
turesjior  the  past  year  was  $200,000,  and  the  expenditures 
of  same  amounted  to  $210,890.38,  showing  the  excess  of 
expenditures  over  appropriation  to  be  $10,890.38,  but  against 
this  must  be  charged  the  amount  of  $10,536. 20^of  old  bills 
carried  over  from  the  previous  administration  and  paid  for 
fronr  this^appropriation,  and  also  other  bills  amounting  to 
several  hundred  dollars  which  were  contracted  for  by  my 
predecessor.  Had  it  not  been  for  these  several  items  my 
appropriation  for  the  year  would  not  have  been  exceeded. 
k^With  the  exception,  of  a  few  emergency  cases  on  repair 
work  the  competitive  basis  of  obtaining  estimates  on  pro- 
posed work  has  been  followed,  and  while  it  is  not  possible 
to  figure  the  exact  amount  saved  on  the  work  done  as  com- 
pared with  past  years,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  would  amount 
to  several  thousand  dollars. 

The  department  has  maintained  wardrooms  for  public 
meetings,  etc.,  in  the  various  wards  of  the  city  at  an  annual 
cost  of  about  $12,500,  which,  to  my  mind,  is  extravagant, 
and  I  have  arranged  to  discontinue  the  use  of  all  hired  quar- 
ters used  as  wardrooms  as  soon  as  the  lease  on  each  expires. 
The  quarters  were  hired  and  used  mostly  for  the  political 
advancement  of  individuals  or  parties.  The  city  received 
as  a  fee  for  a  hall  for  a  meeting  the  sum  of  $2,  and  was 
obliged  to  pay  for  the  same,  in  some  instances,  as  high  as 


The  cost  of  heating  and  lighting  the  building  at  No.  11 
Wareham  street,  which  is  used  for  offices  of  the  Wire  Depart- 
ment, electricians  of  the  Schoolhouse  Department,  etc., 
during  the  year  of  1907,  was  $4,017.83,  and  by  the  suspension 
of  one  engineer  and  three  firemen  and  by  arranging  to  obtain 
heat  for  the  building  from  a  private  adjoining  plant  and 
the  purchase  of  electricity  direct  from  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  I  have  reduced  the  maintenance 
of  this  building  by  an  annual  saving  of  $2,567.83. 

Previous  to  June,  1908,  it  was  the  custom  in  this  depart- 
ment to  advertise  and  contract  for  coal  every  three  months 
for  the  several  departments  of  the  city  and  county  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  which  included  the  Public  Buildings, 
County  Buildings,  Fire,  Police,  Library,  Park,  Bath,  Health, 
Cemetery,  Public  Grounds,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Market,

Election  and  Schoolhouse  Departments.  Requisitions  were 
made  by  each  department  as  needed;  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  coal  was  weighed,  inspected  and  certified  to  by 
an  employee  of  this  department.  This  work  is  now  being 
cared  for  by  the  Supply  Departemnt. 

The  Curtis  Hall  building,  which  was  used  as  a  branch 
library  and  also  let  to  various  parties  for  dancing,  was  badly 
damaged  by  fire  on  the  morning  of  December  15,  1908,  after 
having  been  used  on  the  night  previous  for  a  dancing  party. 

The  thirty-one  public  tower  clocks  located  in  various  parts 
of  the  city,  the  care  of  which  was  transferred  to  this  office 
from  the  Fire  Department  in  May,  1907,  were  transferred 
back  to  the  Fire  Department  on  November  11,  1908,  as  it 
was  found  that  the  care  of  same  could  be  more  economically 
and  better  carried  on  by  the  said  department.

FOR   THE   YEAR   1909-10. 


Boston,  February  7,  1910. 

Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  submit  the  following  as 
the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department 
for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1910. 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
ambulance  station,  South  Boston;  new  municipal  build- 
ing, Upham's  Corner;  the  new  city  building  at  Codman 
square,  Dorchester;  city  building,  Washington  and  Rich- 
mond streets,  Dorchester,  and  Thomas  Street  School- 
house;  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city  offices,  market 
purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings  and  the  several 
county  buildings,  also  hired  buildings  or  parts  of  same 
used  for  city  offices,  county  purposes,  wardrooms, 
:>-     armories,  etc. 

The  practice   of  hiring   quarters  for  wardrooms,   on 

*  lease  or  otherwise,  has  been  discontinued,  the  same  being 

vacated  as  the  leases  expired.     There  remains  now  but 

one  hall  hired  for  this  purpose,  the  lease  of  which  expires 

on  July  31,  1910. 
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I  have  continued  the  competitive  method  of  obtaining 
proposals  on  repair  and  alteration  work  and  in  each 
case  given  the  work  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  am  satisfied 
that  the  city  has  received  full  compensation  for  all 
expenditures  made. 

During  the  year  the  following  new  special  appropria- 
tions have  been  made  to  be  expended  by  the  Public 
Buildings  Department :

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
Lewis  H.  Bacon,  architect,  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Curtis  Hall  building,  the  same  to  be  equipped  as  a 
gymnasium  with  swimming  pool,  shower  baths,  etc. 

The  new  library  building  to  be  located  on  the  lot 
of  land  adjoining  the  Curtis  Hall  building  is  now  in 
process  of  erection  and  will  be  occupied  by  the  Library 
Department  as  a  branch  of  the  Public  Library. 

The  contract  for  the  street  clock  to  be  erected  at 
Peabody  square,  Ashmont,  has  been  awarded  to  the 
E.  Howard  Clock  Company  for  $1,100,  and  it  is  to  be 
finished  complete  by  April  25,  1910. 

Plans  and  specifications  of  the  new  courthouse  and 
police  station,  East  Boston,  have  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
Harrison  H.  Atwood.  It  was  intended  to  erect  this 
building  on  the  lot  of  the  present  old  East  Boston  High 
School,  but  the  School  Committee  refused  to  surrender 
the  premises.  A  second  location  on  the  northerly  part 
of  the  Central  square  lot  was  considered  and  a  proposi- 
tion was  received  from  the  East  Boston  Company  of 
$6,000  to  convey  their  rights  in  the  said  land  to  the  city, 
but  an  investigation  of  the  conditions  of  the  said  con- 
veyance by  the  Law  Department  proved  that  the  con- 
ditions could  not  be  complied  with  and  consequently 
this  arrangement  was  abandoned.  This  leaves  the 
selection  of  a  proper  site  for  the  building  to  be  decided 
later  on. 

Acting  on  authority  of  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  have 
arranged  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  chapter 
385  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  which  provides  for  reconstruc- 
tion and  preservation  of  the  old  Provincial  State  House 
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in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  for  which  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  City  of  Boston  had  each  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $7,500,  or  a  total  of  $15,000. 

The  work  is  being  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
the  Boston  Society  of  Architects,  which  society  kindly 
volunteered  their  services,  and  plans  and  specifications 
of  Mr.  Joseph  Everett  Chandler,  an  expert  on  colonial 
architecture,  are  being  followed.  Mr.  Chandler's  fee 
for  professional  services  is  to  be  a  nominal  one,  he  being 
interested  in  the  preservation  of  the  building.  A  de- 
tailed statement  of  work  done  will  be  found  on  page  7.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  DEPABTMENT 


FOR   THE   YEAR   1910-11. 


Boston,  February  1,  1911. 

Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department 
for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1911. 

My  appointment  as  superintendent  having  been 
approved  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  I  as- 
sumed charge  of  this  department  on  July  11,  1910. 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
ambulance  station,  South  Boston;  Municipal  Building, 
Upham's  Corner;  the  new  City  Building,  at  Codman 
square,  Dorchester;  City  Building,  Washington  and 
Richmond  streets,  Dorchester;  Curtis  Hall  building, 
and  new  Library  Building,  Jamaica  Plain;  and  Thomas 
.  Street  Schoolhouse;  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city 
offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and 
the  several  county  buildings,  also  hired  buildings  or 
parts  of  same  used  for  city  offices,  county  purposes, 
wardrooms,  armories,  etc. 
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The  appropriation  for  general  maintenance  for  the 
past  year  was  $195,000,  and  $194,993.79  of  the  same 
was  expended,  leaving  balance  of  $6.21.  I  feel  that  the 
buildings  of  the  city  should  be  kept  in  good  condition 
and  thereby  prevent  any  depreciation  of  the  value  of 
same.  For  this  reason  I  have  asked  for  an  increase 
of  appropriation  over  that  of  the  last  financial  year. 
A  great  deal  of  painting  is  required,  and  should  have 
prompt  attention,  as,  for  instance,  the  painting  of  City 
Hall  corridors,  also  all  exterior  woodwork  of  building, 
including  window  sashes,  frames,  entrance  doors,  etc., 
painting  of  interior  and  exterior  of  Faneuil  Hall  and  the 
preservation  of  the  pictures  in  the  said  building.  The 
ambulance  station,  several  wardrooms,  district  courts 
and  other  buildings  should  all  be  painted.  I  find  that 
some  of  the  above  have  not  been  painted  for  from  ten  to 
thirteen  years. 

As  far  as  was  practicable  I  have  maintained  com- 
petitive bidding  on  all  repairs  and  alterations  of  buildings, 
and  awarded  the  same  to  the  lowest  bidder;  also  in  the 
purchase  of  furniture  for  the  various  departments  care 
has  been  taken  to  get  the  best  possible  goods  for  the 
lowest  competitive  figure.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  city 
has  received  full  value  for  every  dollar  expended. 

An  urgent  request  has  been  made  by  the  City  Collector 
for  the  safe  preservation  of  the  records  of  his  depart- 
ment. I  formulated  a  plan  for  the  building  of  an  under- 
ground vault  in  front  of  City  Hall  building,  but  as  yet 
the  City  Council  has  not  provided  an  appropriation  for 
the  same.  I  think  that  some  action  should  be  taken  in 
this  matter. 

At  this  time  I  think  it  is  consistent  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  matter  of  safeguarding  the  records  of  the 
various  city  departments.  I  find  in  most  of  the  offices 
little  or  no  consideration  has  been  given  to  this  subject, 
and  records  valued  at  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
are  left  unprotected  from  fire. 

Some  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  matter  of 
a  City  Hall  annex  or  extension,  on  the  site  of  the  present 
Old  Court  House.  Schemes  have  been  formulated  for 
the  erection  of  a  new  up-to-date  office  building,  which 
will  provide  for  all  departments  necessary,  so  that  the 
City  Hall  building  might  be  occupied  solely  by  the 
executive  departments.  To  my  mind  this  is  a  good 
business  proposition,  as  the  city  would  save  the  money 
now  paid  in  rentals  of  so-called  outside  offices,  which  is 
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practically  $50,000  a  year.  In  the  erection  of  this  build- 
ing, provision  should  be  made  for  proper  vaults  for  the 
protection  of  the  records  of  the  city,  the  same  to  be 
absolutely  fireproof. 

Every  possible  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  a 
proper  site  for  a  new  courthouse  and  police  station,. in 
East  Boston,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  $105,090  is 
available,  but  without  success.  The  bill  now  before  Mie 
General  Court  will,  if  passed,  and  approved  by  the 
Governor,  give  to  the  city  the  right  to  take  such  parcels 
of  property  as  it  may  deem  advisable.  With  the  passage 
of  this  act  there  is  no  reason  why  the  matter  cannot  be 
carried  through  without  further  delay. 

The  Curtis  Hall  building,  which  was  damaged  by  fire 
on  December  15,  1908,  is  now  being  reconstructed  as  a 
municipal  gymnasium,  with  regulation  size  swimming 
pool,  shower  baths,  etc.  I  anticipate  that  this  building 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  August  1,  1911.  I 
have  included  in  my  financial  estimate  of  next  year  the 
sum  of  $13,974.50  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same  during 
the  last  six  months  of  the  financial  year. 

The  new  Library  Building  which  is  being  erected  on 
the  lot  with  the  Curtis  Hall  building,  Jamaica  Plain, 
will  be  completed  during  the  early -summer.  It  will  be 
occupied  as  a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

The  work  of  restoration  of  the  Old  Provincial  State 
House  has  been  carried  to  completion  as  provided  by 
the  plans  of  the  architect,  Mr.  Joseph  Everett  Chandler. 
A  new  steam  boiler  has  been  installed  and  necessary 
changes  and  installation  of  steam  piping  and  radiators 
has  been  made  to  properly  heat  the  entire  building,  the 
old  steam  plant  being  inadequate. 

In  my  opinion  some  arrangements  should  be  made  for 
the  reconstruction  of  the  Old  City  Hall  at  City  square, 
Charlestown,  to  provide  more  adequate  quarters  for  the 
branch  library  and  district  court,  also  to  provide  a 
juvenile  court  as  required  by  the  statutes.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  DEPARTMENT 

FOR  THE   YEAR   1911-12. 


Boston,  February  1,  1912. 

Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1912.     ' 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
ambulance  station,  South  Boston;  Municipal  Building, 
Upham's  Corner;  the  new  City  Building  at  Codman 
square,  Dorchester;  City  Building,  Washington  and 
Richmond  streets,  Dorchester;  Curtis  Hall  building 
and  new  Library  Building,  Jamaica  Plain;  and  Thomas 
Street  Schoolhouse;  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city 
offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings,  and 
the  several  county  buildings,  also  hired  buildings  or 
parts  of  same  used  for  city  offices,  county  purposes, 
wardrooms,  armories,  etc. 

The  original  appropriation  for  general  maintenance 
of  this  department  for  financial  year  of  1911-12  was 
$200,000.  An  additional  appropriation  of  $17,810  was 
added  to  the  above  in  order  to  provide  quarters  for  the 
several  departments  of  the  city  which  formerly  occupied 
rooms  in  the  Old  Court  House  building,  and  which 
departments  were  relocated  in  hired  quarters  at   100 
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Summer  street.  This  amount  covered  rental  of  prem- 
ises, cost  of  fitting  up  proper  spaces  for  the  several 
departments,  including  building  of  partitions,  etc.; 
also  rental  of  a  large  safety  vault  in  the  Commonwealth 
Bank  building  at  88  Summer  street,  used  for  storage  of 
ballots,  etc.,  by  the  Election  Department.  An  addi- 
tional transfer  of  $360  derived  as  income  from  the 
so-called  "French  Fund"  was  also  added  to  the  appro- 
priation. This  amount  was  expended  as  per  the  require- 
ments as  specified  for  repairs  on  the  Old  State  House 
building.  As  the  work  of  reconstruction  of  the  Curtis 
Hall  building  was  practically  completed  near  the  close 
of  the  financial  year,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  furnish 
the  same  with  certain  necessary  furnishings,  and  con- 
sequently I  advised  an  additional  transfer  to  the  appro- 
priation to  meet  this  expense.  The  matter  of  these 
furnishings  was  not  considered  when  original  financial 
estimate  was  made  up,  and  had  this  matter  not  been 
considered  and  carried  out,  a  small  balance  would  have 
been  left  over  on  the  department's  appropriation. 

I  have  requested  an  increase  of  the  appropriation 
for  the  ensuing  year  for  several  reasons,  the  principal 
one  of  which  is  that  the  item  of  rental  to  be  paid  for 
hired  offices  has  been  greatly  increased.  Also,  I  desire 
as  far  as  possible  to  maintain  the  buildings  in  my  care 
in  as  good  condition  as  is  possible.  Much  repair  work, 
such  as  painting,  etc.,  is  desired.  There  are  constant 
requests  from  the  several  departments  for  necessary 
furnishings,  etc.,  for  proper  filings  of  records.  As 
stated  in  my  report  of  last  year,  I  have  maintained 
competitive  bidding  on  all  purchases;  also  on  repair 
and  alteration  work,  and  have  awarded  the  same  to  the 
lowest  bidders. 

The  work  of  razing  and  removal  of  the  Old  Court 
House  building  was  completed  on  December  14,  1911, 
and  much  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  plans  of  the  new  City  Hall  Annex,  to  be 
erected  on  this  site. 

It  is  contemplated  that  within  a  few  months  the 
School  Committee  will  abandon  the  old  East  Boston 
High  School  estate,  which  is  desired  as  a  site  for  a  new 
courthouse  and  police  station  in  East  Boston.  The 
plans  of  the  contemplated  building  are  now  practically 
ready,  and  work  can  be  started  without  delay. 

An  appropriation  is  now  available  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  a  Municipal  Building  in  Ward  7  and 
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the  matter  of  selecting  a  proper  site  for  the  same 
is   now   being   considered. 

Land  on  Broadway,  South  Boston,  has  been  purchased 
of  the  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachusetts  School 
for  the  Blind  for  the  erection  of  Municipal  Building, 
South  Boston.  Plans  and  specifications  of  the  work  are 
now  being  prepared  and  it  is  expected  that  the  same  will 
be  started  in  the  early  summer.  The  building  will 
contain  ample  shower  bath  accommodations,  quarters 
for  the  District  Court,  a  Branch  Library,  large  assembly 
room,  etc. 

Last  year  the  militia  company,  quartered  in  premises 
in  Old  Armory  Building  at  the  corner  of  Bunker  Hill 
and  Lexington  streets,  Charlestown,  was  transferred  to 
leased  quarters  at  7  Green  street.  Plans  and  speci- 
fications are  now  being  prepared  for  the  purpose  of 
reconstructing  the  Old  Armory  Building,  thereby  pro- 
viding shower  bath  accommodations  for  this  thickly 
congested  district.  Also  to  establish  a  municipal  gym- 
nasium with  complete  apparatus,  running  track,  etc. 
It  is  anticipated  that  this  work  will  cost  in  the  vicinity 
of  $40,000. 

The  Curtis  Hall  building  is  now  ready  for  occupancy, 
having  been  reconstructed  as  a  municipal  gymnasium, 
with  ample  accommodations  for  shower  bathing,  large 
regulation  size  swimming  pool,  and  a  running  track. 
The  cost  of  reconstruction  of  this  building,  with  neces- 
sary furnishings,  apparatus,  etc.,  is  about  $139,000.

Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter  3,  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  submit  the  following 
as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1913. 

This  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
ambulance  c'ation,  South  Boston;  Municipal  Building, 
Upham's  Cc  ner;  new  City  Building  at  Codman  square, 
Dorchestei :  City  Building,  Washington  and  Richmond 
streets,  Dcrchester;  Curtis  Hall  Gymnasium  Building 
and  new  Library  Building,  Jamaica  Plain;  and  Thomas 
Street  Schoolhouse;  of  all  buildings  in  use  for  city 
offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public  meetings  and 
the  several  county  buildings,  also  hired  buildings,  or 
parts  of  same  used  for  city  offices,  county  purposes, 
wardrooms,  armories,  etc. 

The  original  appropriation  for  general  maintenance 
of  this  department  for  the  financial  year  of  1912-13  was 
$240,000  and  to  this  amount  the  sum  of  $4,910.43  was 
added  during  the  year  for  the  following  purposes:  The 
sum  of  seventeen  hundred  seventy-five  (1,775)  dollars

for  the  purpose  of  fitting  up  new  quarters  for  Troop  B, 
First  Squadron  of  Cavalry,  at  25  Irvington  street; 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  twenty-five  (225)  dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  exhibit  at  the  Greater  Boston 
Real  Estate  and  Ideal  Homes  Exposition  in  the  Mechan- 
ics Building;  the  sum  of  $120  which  was  derived  as 
interest  from  the  so-called  "  Charles  E.  French  Fund," 
for  one  year  on  principal  which  is  specified  can  be 
expended  only  for  repairs  on  the  Old  State  House  Build- 
ing; the  sum  of  $2,790.43  was  transferred  for  the  purpose 
of  balancing  accounts  of  the  department  for  the  financial 
year.  This  excess  was  occasioned  for  the  reason  that 
certain  repair  work  was  unavoidable  and  could  not  be 
further  delayed  without  causing  great  inconvenience  and 
a  greater  outlay  of  funds.  The  principal  items  of  this 
expenditure  were  for  repairs  and  improvements  made 
at  the  Faneuil  Hall  (Quincy)  Market  Building,  part  of 
which  are  as  follows :  Installation  of  a  new  metal  ceiling, 
the  entire  length  of  main  passageway;  the  removal  of 
the  very  much  worn  top  wood  flooring,  the  entire  length 
of  main  passageway,  and  replacing  same  with  asphalt 
flooring  one  inch  thick;  much  of  the  badly  worn 
wooden  flooring  in  many  of  the  market  stalls  was 
removed  and  same  replaced  with  asphalt  flooring.  This 
work  had  to  be  done  outside  of  regular  business  hours 
and  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The  old  slate  on  south 
side  of  the  roof  of  building,  the  entire  length,  was  removed 
and  same  replaced  with  copper  and  made  tight  to 
prevent  leaks,  which  for  a  considerable  period  had 
caused  the  tenants  great  inconvenience  and  some  damage 
to  their  furnishings  and  equipment. 

A  new  up-to-date  convenience  station  (for  women) 
has  been  provided  on  the  second  floor  of  the  market 
building.  Previously  in  a  great  many  instances  the 
women  employed  in  the  market  were  obliged  to  use 
toilets  of  private  concerns  located  outside  of  the  market 
building. 

At  the  Old  State  House  Building  the  roof  has  caused 
much  inconvenience  on  account  of  leaks,  also  the  gutters 
were  badly  broken  and  caused  considerable  comment 
on  account  of  their  condition.  I  had  entire  roof  repaired 
and  made  tight,  also  new  copper  gutters  installed. 

The  entire  woodwork  on  the  top  of  the  City  Hall 
Building  was  fast  deteriorating  for  lack  of  being  properly 
covered  with  paint  and  the  same  was  put  in  first-class 
condition. 
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The  National  Lancers  on  Bulfinch  street  have  many 
times  complained  that  their  armory  quarters  were  not 
habitable  in  the  winter  season,  for  the  reason  that  the 
steam  heating  apparatus  was  old  and  inadequate;  this 
condition  I  found  to  be  as  stated  and  therefore  installed 
a  new  steam  boiler  of  sufficient  capacity  to  properly 
heat  the  premises. 

I  mention  these  few  items  in  particular  for  the  reason 
that  they  might  properly  be  considered  as  being  emer- 
gency work,  and  certainly  would  have  caused  the  city 
much  damage  and  a  greater  outlay  of  money  if  same 
had  been  delayed. 

On  May  18,  1912,  the  School  Committee  surrendered 
to  this  department,  for  the  sum  of  $40,000,  the  Old 
East  Boston  High  School  estate,  which  was  desired  as 
a  site  for  the  new  courthouse  and  police  station  in  East 
Boston.  On  June  15,  1912,  a  contract  was  awarded 
for  the  erection  of  this  new  building,  for  the  sum  of 
$109,797.  Building  is  to  be  of  tapestry  brick,  three 
stories  high,  heated  by  steam,  and  will  provide  ample 
cell  room  and  up-to-date  quarters  for  all  requirements 
of  district  court  and  police  station.  It  is  anticipated 
that  building  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy 
about  August  1,  1913. 

During  the  erection  of  this  building  temporary  quar- 
ters for  the  district  court  were  provided  in  the  old 
wardroom  building  at  the  corner  of  Maverick  and 
Bremen  streets. 

On  December  8,  1911,  purchase  of  21,250  square  feet 
of  land  on  Broadway  for  a  site  for  a  new  Municipal 
Building  in  South  Boston  was  made  of  the  Perkins 
Institution  and  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Blind  at 
a  cost  of  $29,125,  and  on  May  13,  1912,  a  contract  was 
awarded  for  the  erection  of  the  said  building  at  a  cost 
of  $129,640.  Building  is  to  be  of  brick,  three  stories 
high,  and  accommodations  are  to  be  provided  for  gym- 
nasium, also  shower  baths,  quarters  for  the  South  Boston 
District  Court,  branch  of  the  Public  Library,  a  large 
assembly  hall,  etc.  It  is  expected  that  building  will  be 
completed  about  the  middle  of  September  next. 

It  is  intended  to  erect  a  new  Municipal  Building  in 
Ward  7  and  for  this  purpose  a  site,  located  at  corner  of 
Oak  and  Tyler  streets,  has  been  purchased.  Plans  and 
specifications  of  building  are  now  being  prepared  and 
it  is  expected  that  work  of  erection  will  begin  shortly. 
Accommodations  are  to  be  provided  in  this  building  for 
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an  assembly  hall,  gymnasium,  shower  baths,  branch 
of  the  Public  Library,  etc. 

An  appropriation  of  $130,000  is  available  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  plans  and  specifications  and 
the  erection  of  a  new  Municipal  Building  on  the  site  of 
the  present  wardroom,  corner  of  Vine  and  Dudley  streets, 
Ward  17,  which  site  is  now  the  property  of  the  city. 
The  plans  and  specifications  of  the  proposed  new 
building  are  being  prepared  and  it  is  expected  that  work 
of  erection  may  be  started  in  a  few  months.  Building 
is  to  be  of  brick  and  will  contain  an  assembly  hall, 
gymnasium  with  running  track,  shower  baths,  etc., 
also  a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

The  old  Armory  Building  located  at  the  corner  of 
Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill  streets,  Charlestown,  has 
been  reconstructed  as  a  Municipal  Building,  with  com- 
plete gymnasium  apparatus,  running  track,  shower  baths, 
etc.,  also  a  wardroom,  for  public  meetings,  on  the  street 
floor.  Building  will  be  open  to  the  public  early  in 
March  next. 

The  Curtis  Hall  Building,  which  was  mentioned  in 
report  of  last  year  as  being  reconstructed  as  a  municipal 
gymnasium  with  swimming  pool,  shower  baths,  etc., 
was  opened  to  the  public  on  March  11,  1912.  This  gym- 
nasium has  been  well  attended  and  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  people  of  the  district.  It  has  been  stated  that  it 
is  the  best  arranged  gymnasium  in  this  country.
